THOSE GOLD BARS. 


Some Interesting Testimony in the 
Carson Mint Swindle. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CARSON, (Nev.,) Nov. 16.—The most 

important “witness in the Heney case 

today was H. H. Beck, proprietor of 
the Reno Reduction Works. He said 

that Heney came to him August 14, 

1894, and told him that he and two or 

three others had a mine in Silver City 

near the Oest mine. He wanted some 
work done and described everything 
appertaining thereto, on condition that 
the information was not to be dis- 
closed to any one because he 
was afraid of losing his lease 
of the mine. Heney came next 
morning with a lot of stuff he said 
was gold and shipped a bar containing 
272% ounces to San Francisco. Heney 
brought two bars to the works, con- 
taining 212 ounces and 800 ounces re- 
spectively. The approximate value, 
the witness said, was - On Au- 
gust 22 the defendant brought a bar 
of 264 ounces, 975 fine, valued at $5345.69. 
There are no further entries on the rec- 
ord showing that the defendant had 
presented more. The attention of the 
witness was first drawn to the de- 
ficiency on March 22, 1895, and he then 
telegraphed to Superintendent Adams 
to come to Reno at once, as he thought

Buildings Wrecked by

MINULAY ASSOCIATED REPORT) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 16. — (By 
Atlantic Cable.) About eight hundred 
persons were massacred by Musselmans 
at Kharput. Wight of the twelve bulld- 
ings owned by the American missions 
were sacked and burnei. The mission- 
aries escaped. 

THE KHARP MISSIONS. 

BOSTON, Nov. 16.—News of the mas- 
sacre and the devastation of the 
American mission at Kharput was re- 
ceived at the rooms of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions Commis- 
sioners here through the Associated 


WILL GET THERE JUST THE SAME. 


Press, and the announcement caused 
great consternation, as the Kharput 


prosperous and successful, but was 
also considered the most secure from 
trouble. The American board gives 
the Associated Press the following de- 
tails concerning the Kharput mission: 
The buildings destroyed are those 
of the American board. Kharput is 200 
miles southwest of Erzeroum and about 
twenty miles west of the Euphrates. 
It is the center of a large number of 
villages covering an extended plain, 
and constituting the only section of 
Armenia where the Armenians can 
fairly claim to constituie a majority 
of the population. The city itself has 
a large Turkish population. but the 
place is almost entirely Armenian. It 
is the seat of the Euphrates college. 
Fifteen out-stations within ten 
miles of the city. The Arabkir field 
on the west was joined io Kharput in 
1865 and the following year the larger 
part of the Diarbekir tic!d on the 
south, so that mow the limits of the 
Kharput station..embraces a district 
neesiy one-third as large as New Eng- 
The first missionary tb occupy this 
station was Dunmore, in 1855. He left | 
after three years, and dvring the Civil 
War in America he became a chap- 
lain in the army and was killed. The 
first church was formed in Kharput in 
1856, with two members. Now there 
are twenty-five churches, which have 
a membership of more than 3000 per- 
sons. . 
A DISPATCH FROM TERRELL. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Secretary 
Olney has received a cablegram from 
United States Minister Terrell confirm- 
ing the Associated Press reports from 
Constantinople concerning the massa- 
cre of 600 persons by Mussulmans at 
Herpool, and the destruction of a large 
amount of ammunition and property. 
TESTING UNCLE SAM’S SINCERITY. 
BOSTON, Nov. 16.—The following ca- 
blegram was received today by the 
American Board of Foreign Missions, 
from Rev. H. O. Dwight of Constanti- 
nople, by way of Philipopolis: “Eight 
hundred were killed in Kharput. Eight 
of the twelve mission buildings were 
burned. Lives spared. Houses stripped. 
Turks will regard this as a test of the 
intention of the United States to defend 
the missions. No missionaries anywhere 
killed. Villages everywhere desolated:

BEYOND CONTROL. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 15, via 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Nov. 16.—(By Atlantic

No definite action is known to have 
been taken by the ambassadors of the 
powers, but it is reported that they will 
join in a note to the Porte informing the 
government of the Sultan that in spite 
of the remonstrances and recomme2nda- 
tions of the powers, matters have now 
reached a stage in Asia M:tnor where it 
is evident that the Sultan's authority is 
not sufficient to quell the repeated -dis- 
turbances which are breaking out, end 
it has become necessary for the pow- 
ers, in the interests of Christianity and 
humanity, to put an end to these disor- 
ders by occupying jointly various por- 
tions of the Turkish empire until order 
is fully restored and a better system of 
government is inaugurated.

It is added that 
European residents of Alexandretta 
are in danger.

HUNTING A HEALER. 


THE FRUITLESS JOURNEY OF TWO 
CALIFORNIANS. 


Dr. Emmons and Son Go in Search 
ef Schiatter, Whe Has Disap- 
penred After Blessing a Bale of 
Handkerchiefs. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE Trae.) 

DENVER, Nov. 16.—Two wealthy 
Californians arriving at Brown Hotel 
late Friday night exerted every effort 
yesterday to lecate Schlatter, the 
“healer.” The visitors were Dr. S. H. 
Emmons and Newton W. Emmons of 
Amador City,*Cal. One of the gentle- 
men is afflicted with a disease, appar- 
ently of the hip, and the object of his 
coming to Denver was to receive treat- 
ment from the “healer.”’ 

All day men were scouring the coun- 
try around Denver in search of Schlat- 
ter, as a result of the visit of the Cali- 
fornians. The orders were for the 
searchers to make all possible speed 
and to report before night. The re- 
ports were in every case that no trace 
of the “healer” could be feund. The 
country between Denver and the moun- 
tains was thoroughly covered.“and far 
into the mountains inquiries were 
made, without result. The searchers 
rode on horseback, and the appearance 
of the horses last evening indicated 
that many miles had been traversed. 
The two visitors left on the Burling- 
ton train for Chicago. 


THE MISSING MESSIAH.” 


Francis Schliatter Passed Through 
Elizabeth, Colo., Friday Night. 
(REGULAL ASSOCLATED PRESS REPORT.) 

DENVER, Nov. 16.—The News prints 
a special from Elizabeth, Colo., forty 
miles southeast of here, which says 
that the missing “Messiah’’ has been 
located. Francis Schlatter passed 
through. Elizabeth last evening at 8:20 
o'clock. Schlatter was riding a fine 
gray horse. There was the beard and 
the wavy hair which have become fa- 
miliar to all who have visited the 
healer and who have seen his pictures.

Strapped on the horse was a large pack 
of bedding.

An Electric Car Plunges 
irom a Bridge, 


Passengers are Drowned in the 
River at Cleveland. 


Conduetor. 


Gives the Signal to Go Ahead, De-« 
spite the Fact that the Gates 
Were Closed and the 
Draw Open. 


MEGULAR ASSOCIATED ness RETORT) 
CLEVELAND (0.,) Nov. 16.—A eavy 
electric motor-car containing between 
twenty and thirty passengers Wet 
through the draw of the central via- 
duct at 7:40 o'clock this evening and 
dropped 100 feet to the river below. It 
is a horror the like of which never oc- 
curred here before. 

The central viaduct is a huge stilt 
bridge, 3000 feet long, made of tron. It 
connects the heights and the prosper- 
ous residence section on both sides with 
the business center of the city. Directly 
over the river is a drawbridge on the 
pivot-swinging pattern, and this is 11 
feet above the surface of the water. 
The Sotith Side street railway passes 
over the bridge and on elther side of 
the draw there is a safety switch, 
which, unless the conductor alights and 
holds up a, handle, will send a car into 
the gully instead of allowing it to go 
onto the draw. 

First reports from the scene of ihe 
disaster seem to place the blame on the 
conductor. They were to the effect that 
the ill-fated motor car, containing be- 
tween twénty and thirty people, ap- 
proached the draw just as a vessel waa 
nearing it and the bridge attendants 
had closed the big iron gates and wete 
preparing to swing the draw. As is the 
rule, the car stopped and the conductor 
went forward to release the switch ip 
case the way was clear. He must have 
been blinded by the electric lights, for 
an eye-witness declares that, although 
the gates were closed and the draw ‘8 
motion, the conductor raised the switch- 
handle. The motorman applied the cur- 
rent and the car shot forward and 
struck the gates with a crash. There 
was only a moment's pause and then 
the heavy car ground its way through 
the wreckage and plunged over the 
brink into the black abyss amid the 
screams and frantic struggles of the 
passengers, who at the first intimativn 
of danger, rushed for the rear door. The 
car struck the water with a g.:eat 
splash and then there was silence. 

Soon men began to rush about shout- 
ing wildly and the police patrol wag- 
ons and ambulances were flying to the 
spot in response to telephone calls. In 
an incredibly short space of time the 
work of rescue had begun. All the oc- 
cupants of the car, with the exception 
of the few who had managed to jump 
as it toppled over, went down to cer- 
taim death. The car disappeared from 
sight as soon as it struck the water and 
every one of the passengers were 
drowned. 

The alarm sent out brought to ° the 
scene half a dozen ambulances, fire- 
boats and the members of the life-sav- 
ing crew with grappling-irons. Within 
five minutes after the accident tke sur- 
face of the river revealed nothing of the 
terrible tragedy that had just been en- 
acted. The waters had closed over the 
car and its passengers, and the work 
of rescuing the bodies in the uncertain 
light was slow indeed: At 9 o'clock 
half a dozen bodies that had evidently 
floated out of the car and risen to the 
surface were taken from the river and 
carried to the various morgues. The 
news of the terrible accident spread 
like wildfire throughout the city, and 
a targe crowd collected on the bridge 
and along the banks of the river. They 
could do nothing, however, but watch 
the slow work of grappling for the 


bodies. 
The captain of the bridge guards 
says: “I saw this car comigpg rapidly 


toward the draw just as I had given 
the signal to swing it to admit of the 
passage of a vessel. I waved my hands 
and halloed to the motorman to stop, 
but apparently he paid no attention to 
me. The car came on. Just before i¢ 
went over the brink the motorman 
jumped and ran away.” 

This statement does not agree with 
‘those of eye-witnesses, who deciare 
that the conductor went ahead to open 
the switch, which is about two hundred 
feet from the draw. and motioned for 
the car to come ahead, Certain it is 
that the conductor mounted the car 
again and went down with the passen- 
gers to death, and it will never be pos 
sible to tell exactly what he did before 
this. The railway officials say they are 
unable to give the names of the con- 
ductor and motorman who were ig 
charge of the car. The police are look- 
ing for the motorman. 

The exact number of passengers will 
not be known until aH the bodies are 
recovered. The fare register in the ear 
showed that twenty-five fares had been 
collected. There may have been other 
passengers with transfers, which would 
not have been rung upon the register. 
Probably, however, many of those 
fares were registered and left the car 
before the bridge was reachz2d. As 
near as can be learned there were at 
least fifteen, and possibly twenty, per- 
sons in the car -~when it made the 
plunge. Seven unidentified bodies are 
at the morgue now, and one man whose 
name has not yet been learned is at 
the hospital in an unmconscious condi- 
tion. Se far as can be learned, he.is 
the only one who escaped instant 
death, 

One of the unidentified bodies is that 
of a boy about 19 years. In the pocket 
was a handkerchief with the name of 
“Curt Lephne.” Newspaper clippings 
in the pocketS indicate that the young 
man. had recently arrived with his 
mother from Europe, and that he had 
stayed at the Queen’s Hotel in Hali- 
fax. 

A woman named Sadie Logan, aged 
29. is missing. She started f her 
home on Muirson street at 7 o'clock 
toggo to. the South Side, and at mid-+ 
night. she had not returned.

Why*such inquiry should come 
from London excites conjecture, and tbe 
feeling is that it may be due ti Irritation 
because the High Council voted cown 
Chamberlain’s proposition to buy 
Maxim guns, ammunition, etc. In that 
event the next meeting of the High 
Council is expected to show a purpose to 
support Chamberlain. Interviews were 
had with all foreign consuls in British 
Guiana concerning the Venezuelan 
questiom. The’ French and Dutch con- 
suls refused to commit themselves in 
their official capacity. The German 
Consul, Mr. Weber, was outspoken 
against the United States and in favor 
of the British position. Mngland, he 
says, should insist on a final settle- 
ment on the lines laid down. Weber 
thinks the idea of any effective inter- 
ference by America is absurd. 


MADE A WINNING. 


Ex-President Harrison Said to Have 
Dabbled in Mines.

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 16.—Benjamin Har- 
rison, a citizen of Indiana, is said to 
have caught the South African fever, 
and a $500 investment realized $100,- 
000 or more for him. 

This interesting information was 
gleaned this afternoon from H. S8. 
Sherard of Helena, Mont., who has 
just returned from South Africa, and 
is now en roujfe to New York. Heisa 
mining engineer and two years ago a 
syndicate, composetl of ex-President 
Harrison, John C, Wright of the 
Chase National Bank of New York, 
and others, sent him to the gold-fields 
of the Dark Continent to examine a 
piece of mining property. Later the 
mine was sold, and Sherard received 
$200,000 and 1000 shares in the new 
company to be formed. 

Sir Robert Brown of the Bank of 
England bought the _ property for 
$750,000, and issued to the syndicate 
10,000 shares of. stock in the new com- 
pany. John C. Wright received about 
half, and the: remainder was divided 
between ex-President. Harrison and the 
Chase National Bank and minor stock- 
holders.

BERLIN, Nov. 16.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
bie. Aspocialted Press Copyright, 1895.) 
The crisis in Turkey is“ watched heré 
with close attention; and a’remark ut- 
tered by Prince Bismarck last week, in 
conversation with Count von Kardoff, 
the German silver champion at Fried- 
richsruhe, to the effect that Turkey is 
like a’ powder magazine whose explosion 
would set all: Burope ablaze, is much 
commented upon. 

The representative in this city of the 
Associated Press had a brief interview 
on Thursday last with two diplomats 
who were stationed at Berlin, one of 
them representing a great power. The 
latter said it was not likely a war or 
a revolution would take place in Tur- 
key before next spring. That much, he 
added, is taken for granted by the pow- 
ers. But it is probable that events will 
become critical in Turkey. Recent ae- 
velopments have shown the Sultan td 
be capable of almost any coup d'etat 
and something unexpected and unfore- 
seen may occur at any time, Continu- 
ing, the diplomat said: “Just now it 
looks As if Russia, when the crash 
comes, will be the best prepared for the 
emergency. and will be the winner in 
the game.” 

The prosecutions for lese mafeste, 
which are becoming of almost daily 
occurrence, and which are based in 
some cases upon frivolous grounds, are 
causing grave dissatisfaction among 
even the conservative classes, while 
they are denounced by many men rec- 
ognized as broad Liberals as not only 
encroaching upon liberty of speech ard 
the press, but as tending to serve 
rather than to combat socialistic agi- 
tation. The complaint among the ultra- 
Conservatives is that the prosecutions 
only drag the imperial dignity down 
into the mire, and that the proper 
course would be to treat the attacks. 
with the scorn they deserve. 

The strong conservative Post and 

the Cologne Gazette, both staunch up- 
holders of the state, express astonish- 
ment at the prosecution of Prof. Del- 
brooke for his recent remarks in the 
Preussische Jahrbuchen regarding the 
extreme zeal of the police in plunging 
into a pettifogging campaign against 
the Socialists. These utterances Are so 
innocent of any intent to insult ihe au- 
thorities and are so Glearly written in 
the interests of the state, that. if the 
judges uphold the police contention, 
liberty of the press will be merely a 
farcical expression. The extraordinary 
considerations Which led the Judge to 
sentence Herr Liebknecht at Preslau 
to four months’ imprisonment for his 
recent speech at the opening of the 
Socialist congress there, have simply 
dumfounded the Liberals here. He 
said that Liebknecht evidently 
tried to frame his remarks so as not to 
involve the crime of lese majeste, end 
he admitted that Liebknecht had not 
intended to commit the offense. Yet, 
he continued, as there might have been 
many persons among the audience who 
would have found in the words an al- 
to the Emperor, he sentenced 
him to four months’ imprisonment. - 
' At the coming session of the Prussian 
Diet the government will introduce a 
bill modifying the restrictions in the 
existing law governing associations. 
After the mode of the Bavarian law, 
women and minors will henceforth bé 
excluded from political meetings and 
the meaning of the words “political 
meeting’’.is to be enlarged and newly 
defined.

A MURDEROUS TRIO. 


Negro Tramps Accused of Murdering 
a Priest.

DR. §. F. SMITH DEAD. 


THE. AUTHOR OF THE NATIONAL 
HYMN AMERICA.” 


Succumbs to Heart Failare at the 
New England Railroad Depot in 
Boston—Prominent Both as a Di- 
vine and Writer. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT) 

BOSTON, Nov. 16.—Dr. 8. F. Smith 
of Newton, the venerable author of 
“America,” died in this city at 4°50 
o'clock this afternoon from heart fril- 
ure. He was in the corridor of the 
New England depot and was awaiting 
the departure of a train when he was 
seized with a fit. He sank to the iloor 
in a .semi-conscicus condition and only 
spoke a few words afterward. He was 
dead when the ambulance, which was 
called, arrived at the hospital. 
evidently expired within fivé minutes 
efter the attack. He had been very 
feeble for some time, but was able to 
appear out as usual. 

Dr. Smith was born October 21, 180%, 
at Boston. He graduated from Har- 
vard and Andover Theological jemi- 
nary and was in 1835 ordained a min'‘s- 
ter in the Baptist church. He oceupied 
some of the most. prominent pupits in 
the East and was at one time editor of 
the Christian Reylew. He became >ro- 
ficient in fifteen languages and -has 
written many books, besides being a 


constant contributer to the standard 
periodicals. 


A DULUTH MYSTERY. 


An Unknown With Throat Cut Dying 
at a Hospital.

THE SIXTH DISTRICT SCANDAL 
AT SACRAMENTO.

Statements of the Directors as Made 
Before the Governor—The 
Counter Charges. . 


Speaker Lynch is Accused of Advo- 
eating the Bill for the 
Boodle in It, 


Dispute Over Kovalevw’s Confession. 
Mrs. Mooney Again at Home—The 
Carson Swindle—Tears in the 
Brady Trial. 


‘ (MY TELEGRAPH TO THE 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 16. 
Dispatch.) At the hearing of the Sixth 
Agricultural District directors ‘today 
before the Governor they said, in re- 
gard to the charge that they rented the 
grounds to Monroe Salisbury free of 
charge and afterward entered into a 
private contract whereby they received 
$80 a day, that they did offer the 
grounds free for the purpose of exhibi- 
tion, but, after the offer was made and 
accepted, Salisbury came to them and 
said that people were suspicious of 
horse-races unless they had the moral 
support of some of the well-known peo- 
ple in the community. He offered them 
$10 a day to judge the races and assist 
him. . This was agreed to and they took 
the money only for the time they were 
actually employed. 

Furthermore, they said, if the 
do not show the true status of the 
affair, it is the fault of the secretary 
and not of the directors. The accused 
board claims that charges were pre- 
ferred against them solely to get them 
out of the way so that those who had 
bought up the original membership 
certificates could step in and take pos- 
session. 

Appended to the defense are a series 
_of counter-charges. In the first of these 
it is set forth that fifteen years ago 
Agricultural District No. 6 received 
a body of land in perpetual trust for 
the purpose of agricultural and stock 
exhibits, and at the time such land 
was given in trust the property was not 
worth more than $15,000, Since that time 
the property has increased in value 
until it’. is now worth no less than 
$175,000. Under the law which formed 
the district a board of directors was 
appointed by the Governor, and ever 
gince has been and is now and al- 
ways has been under supervision. 

At last session of the Legislature 
certain designing men conceived the 
idea of beating the State out of this 
property, and appropriating it to their 
own use. In furtherance of this plan, 
a bill was introduced into the last Leg- 
islature, was railroaded through and 
received the signature of the Governor. 
This bill provided that persons hold- 
ing original membership certificates in 
district agricultural societies should 
be empowered to form a stock com- 
pany, elect its own board of directors, 
have entire control of the property and 
have the same powers as other corpora- 
tions. Under this law, it is alleged, 
those who obtain control can sell or 
lease the property at their will, pro- 
vided they retain a lot or two of suf- 
ficient size to maintain a pavilions so 
as to carry out the provisions of the 
original trust deed. 

It is claimed in the counter charges 
that those who railroaded the Dill 
through the Legislature procured a ma 
jority of the original membership cer- 
tificates and especial mention is made 
of Director B. T. Wright, 
Thorne and Speaker Lynch. Speaker 
Lynch is accused of having taken the 
floor in support of the bill, and Senato 
‘Androus is accused of having lobbied 
unceasingly for its passage. 

In support.of these accusations there 
are a number of affidavits more or less 
sensational, the most important of 
which is one from Director D. G. Stev- 
ens. Stevens states that he was ap- 
proached by Speaker Lynch, who said 
to him: “There is a chance to make $40,- 
000 out of this bill, and I propose to 
take advantage of it.” 

The hearing of the charges, answer 
and counter charges will come up before 
Gov. Budd Monday morning,when there 
will undoubtedly be some spicy evi tence 
in support of an array of affidavits. 

THE BOARD’S ANSWER. 

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 16.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The board of directors - of 
Agricultural District No. 6 have pre- 
pared an answer to the charges pre- 
ferred against them, and, in addition 
to the answer, have drawn up a num- 
ber of serious counter charges. To the 
allegation that they voted themselves 
$5 a day while actually attending the 
meetings they answer that this is true, 
but that they hold, as a rule, but one 
meeting a month, except just before 
fair time, when they meet daily, and 
that when they so meet they give up 
their whole time to the work. 

In answer to the allegation that they 
made no accounting to the State Board 
of Examiners of their receipts, they 
affirm that they know of no law nor 
rule requiring them to account to the 
examiners for their receipts. They ac- 
counted fully and truly, they say, in 
regard to all expenditures. In their an- 
nual report to the State Board of Ag- 
riculture they have set forth the fact 
that they received $5 a day. 

They also reply to the charge that 
they rented the grounds to Monroe 
Salisbury, and make charges concern- 
ing the lobbying in the last session of 
the Legislature, as set forth in the 
foregoing dispatch. 


MRS. MOONEY AT HOME, 
She Tells of Her Encounter With the 
Noble Dougtas.

OAKLAND, Nov. 16.—There was no 
band of music at the Sixteenth-street 
station tonight to greet Mrs. Mooney, 
mother-in-law of Lord Sholto Douglas, 
when she stepped off the train.

A FLOOD OF TEARS. 


Closing Scenes in the Brady Trial at 
Marysville.

MARYSVILLE, Nov. 16.—In the trial 
of Jack Brady today, W. H. Carlin, his 
attorney, resumed his argument. When 
alluding to the fact that as yet Brady 
had not given his right name, to save 
an aged mother’s feelings, Brady wept 
genuine tears, and many ladies in the 
great crowd were compglied to use their 
handkerchiefs.

In examining those streams with a | 
walking-stick we find them of variable | 
depth, from a few inches to several | 
feet, and observe in the watercourses 
small fish swimming around. They 
mre about three inches long, and icok 
like the California smelt. They must 
be warm-bloeded creatures, and not 
object to sulphur and bitumen. 

With large scoops the stuff is taken 
from the edge ofthis bed and depos- 
ited on shore, where in a few moments | 
it may be kneaded into balls like putty, | 
and in about three hours is cut into. 
square blocks with pick-axes. It con- | 
tains, at first. a strong smell, as of 
coal-gas, but neither soils the hands 
nor leaves any odor. It reminds tour- 
ists of the lava-flowers on Mt. Etna. 
It becomes very hard and yet brittle,

duced ore averaging $24 per ton, and 
the total amount of gold remitted in 
one year has never been less than 
ninety thousand ounces, valued at 
about $1,500,000.

Few people know that what 
the car is doing all the time is known 
to. the superintendent in .the central 
office. He simply has to consult a 
chronograph, and he immediately learns 
whether the cars are running regu- 
larly or irregularly; whether there is a 
stoppage at any point; how tong the 
stoppage lasts; how many cars were 
blocked, and when the trouble is re- 
moved and the road begins operation 
again. This chronograph constitutes a 
sort of living map of the toad, by 
means of which the superintendent ’can 
take a bird's-eye view of ‘the whole 
operation of the line: If there is a had 
reak he can send instructions to fill 
edged extra cars, If there is irregu- 
arity in the running time without good 
cause, he can check it, and, if neces- 
gary, trace the-exact car which is 
being responsible for the deviawon 
schedule time. The manner in which 
all this information is obtained is 
feally extremely simple. The chrono- 


graph consists of a sheet of 


paper moving at a uniform rate under 
a series of pens or points, operated by 
magnets. Each magnet point repre- 
sents a point on the road, and each 
time a car passes this point on the road 
at miakes. contact and the magnet point 
on the ‘cRronograph makes a prick 
mark on the paper. On the frame of 
e instrument is mounted a back roller 
hold a supply of paper, the front 
roller on which to roll up the record, 
the top plate holding the magnet points, 
nd the top roller, which gives the 
me movement to the sheet. This. top 


roller is a series of grooved wheels,.one. 


for each magnet point. The importance 
of this part of the service is obvious, 
since the movement of the sheet must 
be absolute and exact or there will be 
inaccuracy in the time record. This 


roller is actuated.at the rate of one rev-. 


olution an hour by a powerful clock 
movement. This gives the paper four 
inches of movement in the hour, or one 
inch for every fifteen minutes. A line 
running on a one-minute schedule will, 
therefore, show fifteen cars or prick 
marks to the inch, a five-minute sched- 
ulé three to the inch, ahd so on: 
break of two inches would denote a 
stoppage of thirty minutes at that 
point. When the superintendent sees a 
regular, unbroken showing of points on 
the record, he knows that the cars are 
all doing their full work. The record 
sheets are dated, and filed for reference, 
and in offices where the chronograph 
has been used since its introduction,

ELECTRIC TRANSATLANTIC SHIPS. 
Tén years ago, a well-known profcs- 
sor of electrical engineering in a lead- 
ing American college, who had tes.ed 
almost every form of the storage-bat- 
tery then made, was asked whether he 
Saw any future for the accumulator. 
His reply was: “The more I see of 
stérage batteries the-more 
vinced that they are impracticable, and 
that they can never be made commer- 
cially valuable.” Today the storage hat- 
tery is ‘working its way into almust 
every branch of electrical work, and if 
certain promises which recent improve- 
ment in construction seem to give, are 
fulfilled, it is on the eve of its crowning 
“triumph, recognition as a practical n.v- 
tive-power for the commercial propul- 
sion of street cars. Many electrical en- 
gineers have just as little faith in thr: 
possibility of driving ships across the 
Atlantic by electricity as the college 
professor had as to the future of the 
storage battery; but, on the other han 
inventions are now being perfecte3, 
which will effect an extraordinary, and 
almost incredible revolution in ship- 
propulsion, and those who know what 
is being done in this field, which is not 
yet made public, realize that to name 
ten years as-the period within which 
electric ships will cross the Atlantic, 
is to allow’a very liberai margin, Tn's 
will probably. be effected by machines 
giving.an enormous economy of power: 
but there is already talk of carrying 
out the idea with existing appliances. 
A. 8S. Hickley, a pioneer in American 
electric launch construction holds that 
the reason vessels crossing the Atlan- 
tic?make such comparatively slow time 
is that they cannot drive their pro del- 
lers fast enough with the amount uf 
power behind them without shaking the 
boat to pieces. He propose to put in an 
ocean ship a powerful engine, say, a 
compound condensing engine of slow 
speed type, connected directly to a avul- 
tipolar generator, giving, say, 500 volts 
potential. Directly on the shafts of the 
Propellers he would put the armatures 
of the motors, which are to drive ‘the 
propellers. These can easily be made 
to run from 600 to 900 revolutions per 
minute, whereas. the engine. is prub« 
ably making only 60 to 80.

Raise More Live Stock. 


Farmers in the non-irrigated sections 
of Southern California are complaining 
that there is no money in raising hay 
and grain at prices which have pre- 
vailed in the past few years, and some 
of them are quite discouraged. If these 
farmers would turn their hay and 
graih into pork -and beef, and eggs, 
they would find a greater difference 
when :they came to figure up the profit 
and loss at the end of the year. Prof. 
Robertson makes the following pithy 
statement in regard fo the profits of 
cattle-raising as compared with hay 
farming: 

“Every two and a half tons of hay 
will carry more off a fdrmer’s land 
than two tons of fat cattle: For two 
and a‘half tons of hay Ne will get, ‘on 
an. ayerage, $25, while for two tons of 
fat cattle he.will get $500. By the hay 
method of farming he gets $25 from the 
sdme quantity of these-elements of fer- 
tility that he gets $200 from when he 
grows and sells cattle.”

‘and hay farmérs in tMis section are 
so hard pressed for monty that they 
are forced t6"dispose of théjF crops as 
soon as it is ready for harvesting. By 
ma @ big, effort and perhaps work- 
ing out during a part of te year they 
might,-however, in most cases, be able 
to get far enough ahead so as to hold 
the crop for ene year and turn it into 
meat.

In speaking of it, Mark arks his 
friends not to pry into the results of the 
experiment, usually concluding with 
the sorrowful remark, “It was of no 
consequence to any one but me.” 


NEW sTORIES OF WHITCOMB 
. RILEY. 

It was the same with James Whit- 
comb Riley. His father never appre- 
ciated him, and I doubt whether he ever 
realized the real greatness of Riley’s 
genius. A short time ago Riley,and one 
of his newspaper friends were talking 
about the days of their boyhood, when 
Riley said: - 

“They never thought I'd amount to 
much at home. My father was a coun- 
try lawyer, and he believed in facts. 
Facts were all he cared for, and he 
thought that the boy who couldn’t learn 
arithmetic wouldn’t amount to anything. 
My brothers were a good deal like him. 
They had an aptitude for mathematics, 
and they stood well in their classes at 
school. <As for me, I couldn't learn 
arithmetic. I never liked the blanked 
crooked things called figures, and I 
couldn’t see the sense of working away 
at them. As for reading, I got along 
with it very well. I usually read the 
books through for the stories before the 
class had mastered one-third of them, 
But I couldn’t meke it in arithmetic. 
The result was that the whole family 
I was tdld again and again 
that I would probably have to be stp- 
ported by the rest, and when I ran off 
and went away with a circus one day to

His nature 
was such that he cOuld not appreciate 
the situation. He probably thought my 
answer was merely.an excuse to get out 
of school, but the injustice of it was 
such that it was a long time before I 
felt close to my father again. After 
going away front home I drifted about 
here and there, and finally turned up at

RILEY ON LECTURING. 

I see it stated that James Whitcomb 
Riley is to go onthe lecture platform 
again this winter. If this is true, he 
has changed his mind during the last 
few months. At Indianapolis I was 
told that the best way to make James 
Whitcomb Riley angry was to men- 
tion ‘the word “‘lecture,”’ and that he 
had given the work up for good. A 
close friend of his, who has much to 
do with his legal business, told me how

He told me that 
the company that published “The Inno- 
cénts Abroad” made a fortune out of 
it, and upon my asking him if his 
royalty was not a very small one, he 
replied: 

“No, not as such things usually £0, 
though I thought it was when I made 
the contract. I was advised.to accept 
it, however, by my friend, A,-D. Rich- 
ardson, who told me t tay f got 
4 per cent. for writi "Beyond the 
Mississippi,’ and that 5 per cent. was 
@ good royalty.” 

ne hundred and twenty-five thou- 
sand copies of “The Innocents Abroad” 
were sold within three years after ‘it 
was published, and the Hartford Pub- 
lishing Company, which issued it, made 
more than $100,000 out of it. I doubt 
whether Mark Twain got $26,000, and it 
was probably through - his desire to 
Temedy such an unjust division of the 


profits that he went into the publish- 


“BILL NYE. 


Riley recently received a big lecture 
offer from New. York. A manager 
there wrote, offering him $1000 for four 
lectures. Riley went to the telegraph 
office and promptly declined, and he 
said at the time that the knowledge 
that he could afford to refuse an offer 
of that kind made him happy. He has 
been making a great deal of money out 
of his books of late years, and his in- 
come is bigger than that of a Congress- 
man. He is not an extravagant man, 
and he lives quietly in Indianapolis 
with his, brother-in-law, who, by the 
way, has a good deal to: do in the man- 
agement of his business. He reads a 
great deal, and during the past two

HOW “THE INNOCENTS ABROAD” 

. WAS WRITTEN. 

It was here in Washington that “The 
Innocents Abroad” was written. It 
was away back in 1868, when Mark 
Twain was 32 years old. He was at 


the time writing letters for the San 
Francisco newspapers and adding to 
his income by a salary of $6 a day as 
a clerk of one of the committees cf 
the United States Senate. Senator 
Stewart, the famous advocate of the 
silver question, was tne chairman of 
the committee, and he gave Clemens 
the job in order that he might have 
the leisure to write the book. There 
was little work connected with the 
committee, and Senator Stewart hired 
a man at $100 per month to do the 
work. He had seen Clemens’s notes of 
his trip with that party of pilgrims 
who went through the Holy Land, and 
he believed with him that the book 
would be a success. However hard’ a 
worker he may have become after- 
ward, Mark Twain at this time liked 
to loaf as well as write, and it was 
all that Senator Stewart and his 
friends could do to get him at his 
work. After he got started, however, 
he kept it up like a steam engine. He 
wrote from noon till midnight every 
day, and he finished the book in two 
months. Every line.of it was penned 
with his own hand, and he had no 
stenographer or typewriter to help him 
along. his is the way he does most 
of his work, and when he has a book 
on hand he makes it a principle to 
stick to it until he gets through, writ- 
ing a certain amount every day. He 
was very particular in the composi- 
tion of “The Innocents. Abroad,” and 
he tore up many a chapter fore he 
got the matter into the shape in which it 
was published. He wrote the book in 
a little back room on F street, ina 
part of the city which has since bean 
given up to business, and a man who 
knew him at the time tells me. that 
Mark Twain had about the dirtiest 
room he ever saw. 

“It was heated,” said he, “by a little 
drum stove, which was full of ashes, 
and out of which a great dust came 


Bs hard a bit of coal was thrown into 


‘The air was sour. with tobacco 
smoke, and cigar ashes were scattered 
over the carpet. The floor was :ittered 
with newspaper clippings. arid Mark 
Twain, with his coat and vest off, 


worked away at the book in the midst |. 


of the muss. He seldom stopped work 
before midnight, and would sit up until 
nearly morning reading, smoking and 
singing. The success of the work was 
a great surprise to him, and he proudityv 
wrote one of his friends shortly efter 
it was published that it had taken 
thirty tons of paper to print it. I have 
been over most of the ground which is 
described in it, and it was wonderfully 
true to the’life. It is far more accurate 
than many of the guide books, and Mr. 
Clemens must have made very full 
notes in the midst of the ecenes which 
he describes. 

The books which followed pald him 
much better, as far as royalty was cor- 
cerned, and the royalties which he re- 
celved from the dramatization of his 
stories haye been considerable. ‘The 
Gilided Age,” in which John T. Ray- 
mond made an international reputation 
for Col. Mulberry Sellers, was especially 
profitable. Im connection with this, I 
sow the other day an oil painting with 
Raymond and Twain standing together 
shaking hands with each other. The 
painting was framed in the refuse pulp 
which comes from the grinding up 
of the old greenbacks by the Treasury 
Department. Ona brass plate below it 
were printed the words which so often 
came from Col. Seller’s mouth, “Millions 
in it,” and as I looked I could not help 
wishing that these words would tell 
the story of the gesults of Mark Twain's 


} tour around the world, and that there. 


would be “millions in it’ for him.

SWEET-WINE MEN, 


THEY HOLD ANOTHER VERY SAT- 
ISFACTORY MEETING. 


Agree to Pool Their Issues With the 
Northern Growers—Ninety-cight 
Per Cent. of Southern California 

 Gallonage Subscribed. 


The sweet-wine makers of Southern 
California held another meeting yes- 
terday afternoon in the offices of Guy 
Barham, Baker Block. The meeting 
was an adjourned one of that which 
was held last Thursday, a report of 
which appeared in the business column 
of this paper. C. B. Pironi of Los An- 
geles was in the chair and H. E. Al- 
len of Laman@a Park acted as sec- 
retary. Among those present were. 
Secondo Guasti, H. E. Myer, Albert 
Stein, C. B. Pironi, all of Los Angeles; 
Mrs. Weiss, Downey; J. Rudel, San 
Gabriel: H. E. Allen, H. Blatz and 
Peter. Etienne of Lamanda Park; Gold- 
smith Brothers: E. C. Bischowski of 
the L. J. Rose Wine Company; E. Re- 
naud, San Bernardino, and Capt. 
Youngberg of San Francisco. 

At the request of Chairman Pironi, 
Capt. Youngberg explained the object 
of the meeting. At the close of his re- 
marks several questions were put to 
him by some of those present, which 
he answered to their satisfaction. He 
repeated that it would be necessary to 
procure not less than 90 per cent. of 
the wine-makers and gallonage of the 
sweet wine made in 1895 in Southern 
California, and if that could be done 
the wine-makers might assure them- 
selves of getting not less than 25 cents 
a gallon for their wines, instead of 20 
cents, as they did last year. In the 
northern part of the State some of 
the wine-makers did not get more than 
16 cents a gallon for their '94 sweet 
wines. When he had finished Chair- 
man Pironi asked: those present if they 
were willing to subscribe to the agreée- 
ment proposed, and in response to the 
request all came forward and did so. 
The only exception was Mr. Bichowski 
of the L. J. Rose Wine. Company. He 
explained that as the company he rep- 
resented was an incorporated one, it 
wouJd be necessary that the agree- 
ment be signed by the president of the 
company. who is I. W. Hellman of the 
Nevada Bank in San Francisco. It 
was stated that Mr. Hellman would 
sign the agreement. 

The result showed that the signers 
represented 98 per cent. of this year’s 
total gallonage of sweet wines made 
in Southern California. This was con- 
sidered very satisfactory by all pres- 
ent, particularly the delegate from San 
Francisco. He has devoted much time 
and trouble to bring about this result 
and he will return to San Francisco: 
well satisfied with what has. been ac- 
complished. “The difference between 
25 cents a gallon. which is the minimum 
price fixed for the sale of sweet wine 
this year, and the price which they 
would probably have sold for will rep- 
resent over a million dollars to the 
wine-makers. 

The chairman appointed G. B. Bar- 
ham and E. C. Bichowski as trustees 
pro tem. to go to San Francisco and 
confer with the other four trustees, 
after which the meeting adjourned to 
the call of the chair.

BERLIN (On the Spree,) Nov. 5.— 
“The women are pretty, the men are 
rude.” That sums up the general char- 
acter of the people in eight words— 
from the lips of my friend, Mr. de Ville 
Boggs, who is an eminent authority on 
every subject under the sun, in his 
own opinion. He may be right in his 
brief but sweeping summary, but I 
don’t agree with him, thotigh the 
women certainly do seem to average 
up in great shape, and the men do 
jostle you off the sidewalk worse even 
than the women do in State street, 
Chicago, on a bargain day. And speak- 
ing of the latter makes me think of 
stores. It is an awful custom that the 
men here have of taking off their hats 
in all the stores they go into. The 
Berlin men know that it is a nuisance;

brings packages from stores, and gen- 
erally everybody of that sort: even 
the letter-carrier expects to be tipped 
frequently. 

Rents, considering the accommoda- 
tions, are excessively high. 

Furniture is dearer than in New York 
or Chicago, but it is more solid—un- 
wieldly, in fact. You can't go out and 
buy an outfit of furniture at a mo- 
ment’s notice. The furniture dealers 
will show you “models,” as he calls 
them, and you can order from these 
samples. The order is sent to the fac- 
tory, and the goods can generally be 
delivered in from three to six weeks. 
Just think of this condition of things 
in a civilized city of nearly two million 
inhabitants. And yet these people 
think themselves so everlastingly supe- 
rior. When they speak of things here 
being different from things in Amer-

Living is dear in Berlin. There are 
of course sortie things that are cheaper 
than in the States. With careful man- 
agement @ man could, for instance, 
drink himself to death cheaper than in 
America. If a person isn’t going far 
he can get a ride on a horse-car for 
2% cents. But he must wait for a car 
with a seat that is vacant, or where 
only two persons besides the conductor 
are standing on the platform. That 
is to say,.only a8 many as can be com-

This is all very nice in theory, but 
after you've seen three or four “full” 
cars pass by, and observed the com- 


gers, you'll begin to sigh for cars on 
the American plan, where it is catch 
on as catch can. 

Nearly every one in Berlin, rich or 
poor, lives in apartment buildings, and 
the best of these flats are destitute of 
modern improvements. None of them 
is more than five stories high, because 
elevators, except in one or two hotels, 
are unknown luxuries. Hot and cold 
running water are also unknown. Some 
of the bathrooms have little boilers 
that will heat enough water for a bath 
in one or two hours, Ice chests are 
seldom seen, because there are no ice 
wagons from which to get a supply. 
Gas and electric lighting for apart- 
ments and residences may become 
common in time, but the popular plan 
is for each tenant to bring along his 
own lamps and candles. This is gen- 
erally true even of the swellest places. 
Heating by steam or similar means 
isn’t so much as dreamed of—with a 
few exceptions. You couldn’t in a hun- 
dred years wean the Berliner from his 
sepulcher, though it is like stone that 
never. gets much above the freezing 
point. ‘There are no janitors, but only 
porters who open the doors automatic- 
ally and from a distance. ‘They per- 
form no other duties worth mention- 
ing. There are no letter boxes or in- 
dividual bells at the entrances. [n 
short, the tenant gets nothing except 
bare rooms when he rents a flat in Ber- 
lin. He pushes the button and does 
the rest himself.

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THE SAWFISH. 


A Mammoth Sea Carpenter 
at San Diego. 
(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SAN DIEGO, Nov. 15.—Almost every 
kind of fish to be found in temperate 
and semi-tropical waters under the sun 
can be found in some form or other 
off this coast. Very frequently fisher- 
men bring in curious specimens of sea 
life over which they puzzle and ponder 
until some naturalist comes along and 
tells them what the thing is. Most of 


them, however, are acquainted with 
the sawfish. Special sketches of this 
curious creature showing the side view 
and under view will give the reader 
a fair idea of the appearance of this 


‘fish. Oftentimes people uninitiated 


with the curiosities to be found in the 
byways of ichthyology have mistaken 
the sawfish for the swordfish. The 
two fish are radically different. The 
swordfish has a long snout or sword,; 
which is shaped almost exactly like 
a true sword. The sawfish has for its 
weapon of defense a long, thin, vide 
bony snout armed with cruel teeth on 
each side. In pugnacity of disposition 
and in power the sawfish is almost the 


equal of the fierce swordfish. It doesn’t 
swim about, as does the swordfish, 
with a chip on its shoulder, as it 
were, continually spoiling for a fight, 
like a Tammany heeler or a Kentucky 
Democrat since the election returns 
gave Bradley the Governorship, but 
you cannot “monkey” with a sawfish 
a great deal without making him mad 
and vicious. His anger is especially 
aroused when he swims afoul of a 
strong net. At such a time one of these 
fish, sixteén feet long or so, will shake 
his head from side to side a few times. 
The powgrfal saw, sonfe four or five 
feet in length, wil! cut the strongest 
seine-twine as if it were merely tissue- 


| paper, and in a twinkling hundreds of 


dollars’ worth of seine is made useless 
and prepared for the junkshop. There- 
fore the fishermen hate a sawfish as 
earnestly as they hate a shark. When 
the fish swims it moves laterally, with 
a swinging motion, the head and saw- 
snout moving from side to side. Like 
the swordfish the sawfish doesn’t hesi- 
tate to attack man or beast when en- 
raged. The astonishing strength of 
the saw can be imagined by the ad- 
venture of a daring fisherman. While 
at anchor in a small boat some dis- 
tance off shore fishing for deep-sca 
fish with hand.lines, the angler saw 
something white floating along just 
below the surface of the water. He 
threw a light harpcon at the object, 
and apparently pricked the sleeping 
creature... A fish can develop a tremen- 
dous amount of passion when its slum- 
ber is disturbed. The sawfish, for <uch 
it proved to be, “got a move on him- 
self” in short order. Circling around 
the boat with part of his saw extend- 
ved above the water, he darted toward 


surprised fisherman. The Saw || | 


waved from side to’side, as might the 
broad sword of a cavalryman in an 
old-time charge. It cut through the 
water with a vicious hiss. On toward 
the boat it came with a fury that 
frightened. the fisherman. He knew 
the fish he had provoked. He knew 
the power of that terrible saw which 
waved above the waters so threaten- 
ingly. Fearing that the weapon would 
sweep the frail craft from stem. to 
stern and deal him a deadly blow, the 
man jumped into the sea on the otrer 
side of the boat from the approaching 
fish. It was well that he di@ so. With 
a single sweep of its saw the angry. 
| fish swept the gunwale of the brat 
from stem to stern with so powerful 
a blow thet three iron rowloéks were 
cut off as clean as if severed by 
machinery. The fisherman clam bered 
into his boat, while the fish, shaving 
appeased its anger, swam away to try 
to get an undisturbed nap.

Several months ago Dr. P. C. Remon- 
dino read an address beforé the South- 
ern California’ Medical Association, in 
session at Catalina, upon Chinese pbys- 
icians. This address was received With 
great applause, and was ordg@red 
printed in one of the Los Angeles daily 
papers. It was so manifestly unfair 
and inconsiderate that I thought it 
should not be allowed to pass unchal- 
lenged, and I accordingly prepared an 
answer, which was published in the 
Los Angeles Times. This answer 
brought out a reply from Dr. Remon- 
dino, which I followed with a second 
peper, in my turn. Since the publica- 
tion of this nothing has been heard 
from the worthy doctor upon this sub- 
ject, and the natural cou. lision is that 
he has seen the error of his ways and 
has reformed, although he has care- 
lessly neglected to give the public the 
benefit of his change of views. 

That Dr. Remondino is really an ad- 
mirer of the Chinese system: of medi- 
cine, in the principles of which he sees 
a great deal of sound philosophy, is 
conclusively shown by a perusal of the 
full text of his writings on the subject, 
only a garbled extract from which ap- 
peared in the article originally printed 
in the Express. A fortunate accident 
has brought the full text to my atten- 
tion, and, in order that his real views 
may not be entirely lost to the world 
through the recent unfortunate and, 
let us hope, only temporary suspension 
of his journal], “The National Popular 
Review,” I propose to quote some of 
his opinions in full. A. 

In the number of this magazine for 
February, 1895, he speaks of the recur- 
rence of medical facts and theories at

“The significance of the.pulse as a 
diagnostic indicator is almost a lost art 
or a forgotten part of our science with 
the modern European and American 
profession.. Some of the more broad- 
minded and observing in the profes- 
sion regret that this diagnostic aid has 
been so neglected or overlooked, espe- 
cially in reference to the diagnosis of 
affections of the heart, lungs or of the 
circulatory system. There is a gradu- 
ally returning feeling that we should 
re-educate the finger ends, with the 
tact and discrimination that our grand- 
great-grandfathers once 
‘possessed in such an eminent degree. 
The Chinese have retained this edu- 
cated and scientific tactile sense, and 
many of their more observing and in- 
telligent medical men are even now 
wonderfully expert in arriving ai a 
diagnosis through its use by differen- 
tiating the various characteristics of 
the pulse.

thought him. My judgment of him, I 
now perceive, was soméwhat unjust, 
and I therefore take this opportunity 
to modify my statements in reference 
to him, in the same public medium in 
which they were originally made. The 
opinion of pulse diagnosis, which I 
have quoted above, is an editorial ex- 
pression of opinion printed in the num- 
ber of Dr. Remondino’s magazine for 
February of the present year. The ar- 
ticle from which his scurrilous news- 
paper attack was derived, by an in- 
genious process of distortion, was 
printed over Dr. Remondino’s signa- 
ture, in another magazine of the issue 
of July, 1895. It was also read as a 
paper before the Southern California 
Medical Association June 6. In his 
own magazine, for February, Dr. Re- 
mondino shows himself a broad-minded 
and fair investigator, and ig 
to all possible credit for having: divined 
the most distinctive feature of the 
Chinese system of medicine, namely, 
diagnosis by the pulse, which -is scten- 
tific and exact, and therefore humane 
and successful. He gives editorial ex- 
pression of his free and unbiased opin- 
ion through a medium that reached, 
presumably, the of his profes- 
sional brethren alone. In a later num- 
ber of another magazine he departs 
from this standpoint of an advanced 
and impartial- thinker and presents 
every possible objection, real, imagined 
and assumed, reasonable and ridiculous, 
against the Chinese system of medi- 
cine. Why this sudden change. of 
views? 
There can be no reasonable answer 
except the supposition that some man- 
ner of pressure was brought to bear 
upon Dr. Remondino through his pro- 
fessional associations. The fact of the 
discontinuance of his. magazine ,bears 
out this assumption and indicates that 
his professional brethren could not for- 
give him for having told the truth in 
February, although he-tried his level 
best to make amends by telling a lot 
of other things in July. . They. com- 
pelled him to recant his opinion favor- 


able to Chinese physicians, published 


his recantation to all the world in the 
columns of a daily newspaper, and 
then withdrew their support from his 
journal and killed it, presumably to 
prevent a repetition of such frank’and. 
candid but ‘disagreeable revelations. 
In the turn that affairs have taken 
my sympathies are with Dr. Remon- 
dino. I have accused him of being ut- 
terly unbiased unfair. ‘I 
sire to state that in February last Dr. 
Remondino was ‘a_ broad-minded, 
scholarly and candid gentleman. And 
I propose never more to refer to what 


takes were doubtless largely due to 
thet unfortunate but: apparently in- 
eradicable race prejudice which is -born 
in all men and is nourished by custom, 
teaching, tradition and the universal 
instinct of self-preservation. Fortun- 
ately for myself, and for that benefi- 
cent plan of healing of which I 4m an 
expounder and an advocate, we have 
both passed beyond the stage of ex- 
periment, and havé reached a point 
where we are known -by our: works, 
which are our always sufficient testi- 
monial and reference. * 

That Dr. Remondino is blinded by 
race prejudice, and that he is as un- 
skilled in feeling the pulse of the pub- 
lic, as a whole, as he is uncertain in 
feeling the pulse of individuals, is 
abundantly evidenced in another of his 
printed statements which I shall ‘take 
the liberty to quote in full. He con- 
siders it inexplicable that American 
citizens should patronize Oriental phys- 
icians, and says: “It seems inconceliv- 
able that with our great public and 
high-school system, and our free uni- 
versities and colleges, which permit of 
no excuse for ignorance, and with all 
of our great public itbrarieg; and with 
our great and ubiquitous, , that 
the great mass of minds has not been 
better cultivated, and the Drain matter 
has not been Somewhat-improved over 
that of some genturies ago. We should, 
at least, as a/mass, or as a part of the 
great American nation, not’ have taken 
up this, which the Japanese have with- 
in the last generation totally discarded, 
and which 2 Chi , who are intel- 
ligent,. themselves > look upon with 
doubt and distrust, Somehow, it would 
seem,.as if to think, to compare and to 
avalyze, was for the ordinary mind, 
even the AméricAn mind, a task of 
such magnitude fhat the mental efforts 
required were ‘pdsitivély irksome, dis- 

id wgarying, if not actually 

‘that the mass, like 

most savagesy incapable of. thought,

dino is a worthy representative, and 
has teen, In his;ownh locality, a léader, 
a guide, philosopher and’ friend. 

In this positior I am, fortunately, 
sustained by the testimony of Dr. 
Remondino’s peers and associates. I 
do not ask_the public to accept my un- 
supported statements, and, as so often 
heretofore, I am able in this place, to 
quote thé lan of gentlemen who 
have been edy for the practice of 
so-called “rational’’ medicine, ih refu- 
tation of the absurd and overdrawn 
claims of such supporters of that medi- 
cine as can see nothing good beyond 
the boundaries of their particular med- 
ical ~ creed. Listen fo the words of 
Thomas Powell, M.D., Member Inter- 
national Public Health Association; 
Corresponding Secretary American 
Health Science Association; Member 
American Association for the Advance 
ment of Science. These quotations aré 
from an article in the current Novem- 
ber number of “The Medical Brief,” 
a magazine ‘published in St. Louis, 
which claims a circulation of 60,000 
copies.

It is scarcely 
riecessary to say tliat reference is heré 
made, in, particular, to. those earnest 
and really sagacious, but misguided, in- 
vestigators who have been endeavoring 
to fathom the mysteries of that singu- 
larly immature family of sciences 
which .eonstitute the realm of prac- 
tical d. preventive medicine. In 
spite their reputedsuceess, it is 
plain tothe jubtly discrithinating mind 
that medicine has really made no prog- 
ress that is at all worthy of the name 
or of the agé in which we live. 

“That thesresearches of medical 
‘in general, “and if all ages; have 
singularly barren of. successful results, 
is a fact that is abundantly evinced by 
nearly VERY PAGER OF OU 
STANDARD AND CURRENT MEDI- 
CAL LITERATURE. It is seen, not 
only in the innumerable discrepancies 
and incongruities of authors, but also 
in the multiplicity of their admissions 
as to want of knowledge, and this on 
questions that are plainly fundamental, 
and, therefore, of the first importance. 
What more, I would ask, is wanted to 
establish the fact that our authors are 
but blind leaders of the blind, or to 
raise the, suspicion that there must 
have been something radically wrong 
either in their methods of investiga- 
tion, or in their. conception . as. .to 
whether the key to vital phenomena 
might be found? 

“At any rate, there is no denying 
the fact that medical science, as now 
constituted, is such in name only. The 
healing art, all-important as it really 
is, has verily no sure foundation, no 
accepted code of fundamental law, 
and, therefore, no tribunal of final ap- 
peal. Every member of the profession, 
whether he will or not, is a law unto 
himself, and hence the reign of a con- 
fusion worse than confounded. It can- 
not, therefore, be wondered that medi- 
eal science is as variable and unset- 
tled as the shifting sands of the great 
Sahara, or,that medical men’are ever 
learning, but. never able to come to a 
knowledge, of thé truth. 

“Such a state of things is not only 
unfortunate, but rtiinous.

How ETERS Stones are Worked by the Chinese and Japenesé Crystal 
Cutting in the United States—A Bit of Mosaic that Cost 4800 Days’ 
Labor—Millions of Pounds of Precious Stones—A Vase _ 
: that Was Twenty-five Years in Cutting. 


(From a Special Correspondent of The Times.) 


Catherine II of Russia, who first paid 
attention to the development of the 
precious-stone industry of the Urals, 
sent two Italian lapidaries to this re- 
gion for the purpose of developing the 
gem resources, and thus founded the 
lapidary works which today give em- 
ployment to at least one thousand peos 
ple. 

The lapidary work of the Ural region 
is all executed either at the imperial 
lapidary works at Ekatherinbourg— 
named in honor of Catherine I by Peter 
the Great—or in the vicinity by the lapi- 
dary masters, as they are called, each 
having his own peculiar style, and em- 
ploying workmen or apprenticés, The 
product is sold to dealers at Nijni 


Novgorod. Moscow and EkKatherin- 

bourg fairs. 

LAPIDARY WORKS AT EKATHER- 
INBOURG. 


The lapidary works at Ekatherin- 
bourg have command of an immense 
water-power, and are on such a large 
scale that enormous masses of hard 
stone can be as readily worked as mar- 
ble is throughout Europe. Many of the 


‘machines are of primitive character, } 


not having been changed during the 
past century, but the facilities for drill- 
ing large columns, for channeling, 


- grooving, polishing, etc., are ingenious, 


are employed with the greatest 
skil 

The lapidary work performed there 
may be divided into three classes: First, 
the manufacture of vases, dishes and 

per-weights, always,of jasper, rho- 
malachite,. lapis lazull, aven- 
turine, or the like, and often of. large 
size. When the objects are of mala- 
chite or lapis lazuli, the body is made 
of slate or‘ other readily-worked stone, 
and then veneered with a thin coating 
of those more precious substances. Jew- 
els, caskets, seals and small charms are 
made either plain or fluted, or orna- 
mented with leaves, scroll work or other 
devices. Seals and cameo work, in the 
the form of animals, busts of the reign- 
ing Czar, of Turgenieff or of other emi- 
nent persons, are also produced. 


A: BIT OF MOSAIC THAT COST 4800 
DAYS’ LABOR. 

Second, the manufacture of other ob- 
jects of mosaic-work, and also pieces 
in full relief, somewhat in the Floren- 
tine style, made of such stones as per- 
fectly simulate berries, fruit, leaves or 
flowers. Thus, for raspberries, rhodon- 
ite of a dark pink color is used; for red 
or black cherries, a peculiar-colored 
sard and black onyx; for white cur- 
rants, rock crystal spheres, which are 
cut hollow in the center.and the inner, 
parts so engraved as to perfectly sim~ 
ulate the seeds.

garnet and emery, fine or coarse, as 
required. Water is used plentifully, 
and the ball is dexterously kept turn- | 


fectly spherical. When small the ball 
is fixed in the end of a bamboo tube, 
and kept whirling in the hand of the 
workman until it is smooth.

CRYSTAL-CUTTING IN

THE EDUCATIONAL PROBLEM. 


During the past few years much at- 
tention has been devoted throughout 
the United States to the subject of 
education and the common-school sys- 
tem. There was a time not so long 
ago when it was taken for granted by 
the average American that the pubdlic- 
school system of this country was per- 
fect and that it was something akin 
to sacrilege, or at least to an insult to 
the flag, to intimate that there was 
any possibility of improving that sys- 
tem. As long as such sentiments as 
these were generally entertained—as 
long as the possibility of improvement 
Was not recognized—it was, of course, 


however, intelligent American citizens 
are beginning to understand that one 
may criticise the details of the Ameri- 
can public-school system without at- 
tacking the cardinal principle upon 
which that system is based. 

The chief drawback of the present 
system is that it treats every indi- 
vidual child in precisely the same man- 
ner as if they were all physically and 
mentally the counterparts of each 
other—as if they were all run out of 
a single mould: The consequence is 
that the bright scholars are held back, 
while pushing forward the dull ones 
ahead of their capabilities does them 
little good. Then, as the public schools 


much, the teachers have little spare 
time to devote to any single pupil. 
They all have to take their chances in 
the general crowd. As a consequence, 
it is not surprising to find that Ameri- 
can children reared in the public 
schools of this country are, as a rule, 
two or three years behind children of 
the same age who have been taught 
in the old-fashioned private schools of 
Atherica or Europe. 

These remarks are suggested by the 
first number of a magazine that bas 
been published in Los Angeles by Prof. 
Search, whose recent attempt to intro- 
duce an improved method of education 
_in.the public schools of this city was 
so suddenly cut short, for reasons that 
‘were political rather than educational. 
The magazine is called “The Advance 
‘in Education.” It contains a number

It means 
that the slow, faithful; plodding pupils, 
those who, in after years, become the 
substantial citizens, the trusted ad- 
visers, the strong pillars of the State, 
shall not be hurried along so rapidly 
that they obtain but confused ideas 
and so be finally discouraged, simply 
because their classmates more readily 
discern, and become impatient of their 
plodding ways. It means that the 
teacher shall become . personally ac- 
quainted with each member of his 
class, shall know somewhat of his

| able to look at the subject under con- | 


sideration from his point of view, and 
shall think of each boy and each girl 
as a distinct person, and not think of 
them all as an impersonal class. It 
means, in short, a recognition of the 
truth that as no two minds are consti- 
tuted exactly the same, so their devel- 
opment must necessarily be along dif- 
ferent lines.” 

David Star Jordan of the Stanford 
University, in the course of an article 
on education, quotes the following 
frum a Japanese writer in regard to 
education in Old Japan: 


The grouping of soul-bearing human 
beings into classes, as sheep upon Aus- 
tralian farms, was not known in our 
old schools. Our teachers believed, I 

ink instinctively, that man (persona) 

unclassifiable, that he must be dealt 
with personally, i. e., face to face and 
soul to soul. So they schooled us one 
by one, each according to his idiosyn- 
cracies, physical, mental and spiritual. 
They knew every one of us by hia 
name. And @8 asses were never har- 
nessed with horses, there was but little 
danger of the latter being beaten down 
into stupidity, or the former driven 
into valedictorians’ graves. In this re- 
spect, therefore, our old-time teachers 
in J with Socrates and 
Plato in their theory of education.” 

The progress of educational reform 
cannot be checked by any such tem- 
porary setbacks as that which it re- 
cently received in this city. The fact 
that intelligent Americans throughout 
the country recognize the necessity for 
such reform is a guarantee that it will 
come sooner or later. 


SOME SOBER SENSE. 


It is practically certain that, if the 
Republican National Convention were 
held in San Francisco, a concerted ef- 
fort would be made on the part of the 
free-coinage extremists to commit the 
party in its platform to an indorse- 
ment, or at least to a quasi-indorse- 
ment, of the free-silver delusion.

The result is that a exv- 
ings bank, which under ordinary cir- 
cumstances would not carry more than 
from $2,000 to $30,000 on hand, is obliged 
to hold on hand from $100,000 to $200,000 
or more, to meet withdrawals in case 
they should be made. 

The commercial banks report a heavy 
line in new deposits from Eastern trav- 
elers. This has now become a regular 
feature in the banking business of Los 
Angeles at this season of the year. 
These deposits aggregate a large sum. 
In many cases the amounts transferred 
from Eastern banks are for investment 
here and not mere deposit accounts sub- 
ject to check. 

Another feature worthy of note in the 
banking business of Los Angeles is the 
marked difference which the last few 
years have brought about in the trade 
between this city and San Francisco. 
Ten years ago, and even within that 
time, the balance of trade between the 
two was largely against Los Angeles 
and in favor of San Francisco. Money 
went steadily out from here each month 
to pay for goods bought in San Fran- 
cisco not produced in Southern Cal- 


lege of crossing first a certain bridge, 
upon which the cars, going in op- 
posite directions, had met on the single 
track.

After a time the message 
came from headquarters, the Pasadena 
car went on its way victorious, after 
a wait of fifty-six minutes, and the 
blockade was lifted. The first car that 
passed through Pasadena after the 
road was clear went through at a 
rate of about twenty-five miles an hour, 
refusing to stop for the passengers 
who had patiently waited on the street 
corners for thirty minutes, and seven 
or eight minutes more of waiting was 
necessary. The last delay, though 
slight, was more vexatious to many 
persons than the first, for it is the pre- 
vailing notion that the cars are not 
run merely to make schedule time, but 
to accommodate such passengers as de- 
sire to avail themselves of that method 
of transit. It took the second car, that 
which carried the large part of the 
theater-goers, one hour and fifteen 
minutes to make the trip to the city, 
the current failing three times by the 
way. . Thus the seven minutes delay 
incident upon the refusal of the first 
car to stop for passengers, resulted in 
nearly a half hour’s delay in the sum- 
ming up. 


Big Barn Burned. 
A large barn owned by S. A: D. @ark 
at the corner of Del Mar and Cataling 
avenues was totally destroyed by fire 


early this evening. The origin of the. 


fire is unknown, the blaze having gained 
headway before it was discovered and 
the alarm turned in.

“The question arises: Will this plan 
insure to the grower ‘or shipper of Call- 
fornia the best returns for the fruit? 
In the first place it will shut out com. 
petition in. the State of California 
among the merchants of the different 
cities who otherwise would have pur- 
chased there, because the exchanges 
would be in a position to load up @ mar- 
ket against such sales made. 

“Then, again, the exchanges would 
place themselves in a position of trying 
to get closer to the consumer, sell- 
ing to peddlers who would otherwise 
patronize the jobbers. In thisgparticu- 
lar, could the jobber afford to buy ex- 
change fruit, when his trade fs urged 
direct to the exchange’s store to 

uy 

“It will no doubt result in antagoniz- 
ing the most important branches of the 
fruit trade, viz: the commission, job- 
bing and brokerage business. These 
people are, in a great measure, the 
mainstay of the fruit industry, and it 
is folly to assume that by cutting off 
their patronage the exchanges hope 
to realize greater profits for their con- 
stituents.”’ 

This question can be summed up in 
this way: The orange-growers, mem- 
bers of the exchanges, have decided on 
marketing their crop in their own way. 
They assume all the risk of the ven- 
ture. If they find this. new plan works 
to their advantage they will probably 
continue it. If it does not they can 
terminate it at the expiration of the 
coming season. The jobbers and deal- 
ers of New York should not be so hasty 
to condemn an untried plan. If they 
take the stand that this new plan will 
operate to their injury that is a differ- 


ent proposition. The two should not be 
confounded.

In this age, when all nations and 
peoples are brought into tme glare 
of publicity, the romancer and the 
philosopher, as well as. the geogra- 
pher and traveler, are at work setting 
forth strange peoples. No Kipling nor 
Hearn has yet gone among the African 
pigmies, to tell us how life looks when 
lived in forest darkness, or as seen from 


| eyes that are only four feet from the 


level of the earth, but no doubt the an- 
alysts and impressionists of pigmy-land 
will in due time arrive. While we are. 
waiting, we may turn with the author 
of this volume to the mysterious peo- 
ple of the Golden Chersonese. Mr, 
Swettenham has done well to eschew 
statistics, history, geography and poli- 
tics, moralizing and prophecy, in order 
to tell us of the real Malay man and 
woman. In his eyes the Malay *is' a 
short, thick-set, well-built man with 
straight black hair, a dark-brown com- 
plexion, thick nose and lips, and bright, 
intelligent eyes.. He is kindly and po- 
lite, never cringing, and is reserved with 
strangers, and‘ suspicious, thotigh he 
does not show it. He loves fun and a 
good joke, is a gossip and fond of gam- 
bling and sports. He borrows money 
with the face of an angel, and-repays it 
with the scowl of a devil. ntensely 
conservative, he has many of the traits 
that belong to’'the Japanese, yet differs 
‘totally from them in as many others. 
When brooding over real or fancied in- 
sults he is apt to get intO a state of 
blind fury, which produces the amok, 
but the. author insists that he is 
not treacherous. As children, the Ma- 
lays are beautiful; in their premature 
old age they are excessively ugly. 
Where or when the race originated, no- 
body yet knows. 

Evidently the kriss is emblematic of 
the nature of the Malay—keen,; cold, 
sudden and unexpected in the eye of the 
white man, as the lightning of heaven. 
The author, who, notwithstanding his 
English name, subscribes himself “Of- 
ficier~ d’Academie;” describes a tiger 
hunt with spear and the kriss, and de- 
votes a chapter to.Imam Mamat, who 
ran amok, kiljing six persons and 
wounding many others. Malay life, 
dances, amusements and diseases are 
described in a form of incident or story, 
and “the eternal feminine” is’ “intro- 
duced im the history of’one of the dark- 
eyed daughters of the’race, who loved 
a white man named Grant. The curi- 
ous superstitions of the race, many of 
which are survivals of a time antedat- 
ing the advent of the gospel of Islam, 
are given in detail. The book suggests, 
rather than demonstrates, what could 
be done -with the same- material by a. 
greater master. It gives us an appetite 
for more of the same sort, but of het- 
ter quality, -if possible.—(Frank Athel- 
stane Swettenham, Macmillan & Co;

Opportunity of a Lifetime—A Racy Narrative of How Some Went and Were 


Glad, and Some Refused and 


Were Sorry—The Scala Regia

“How many want to go and see the 
Pope?’ 

It was 5 o'clock of a warm Saturday 
afternoon in Rome, ani »ur party of 
Amertéan tourists hai just come in 
ffom one of their daily drives through 
the ruins of the Eternal ‘ty. I stood 
up. on a sofa in the drawing-room of 
the hotel to ask the question, end 
thumped violently on the door, for our 
party was large and vivac.5us, and to 
get their undivided attention, even for 
a. moment, was no easy matter. The 
question was repeated twice before 1s 
purport was generally . under stood. 
Then there was a merry shout of ac- 
ceptance and a demand io hear mor. 

I told them that the Pope had invited 
them to drop in and see him—an an- 
nouncement which was hailed with in- 
credulous laughter and applause. 

I then reheased the episole off the 
afternoon which had given rise ty» the 
question. At 3 o’clock a message was 
sent to our hotel by tne pa”al serre- 
tary, that if somebody representing the 
American vacatioa excursion would 
come to his office an arrangement

might be made by Which its members 
could attend mass at the Pope's privare 
chapel next morning, on the occasion 
of the reception of the Catholic pit- 
rims from America. I !mmediateiy 
rove down to his office, and was re- 
ed by a handsome gentieman, gra- 
us in manner, who spoke. binglish 
perfectly. 

He said he had received two or three 
@pplications by mail from members of 
bur party; and thought there might be 
others who would wish to see the Holy 
Father. I said that probably all would 
like to see him if it were possible, but 
that no general request had been made 
because it was felt that to attain ac- 
cess to his presence was extremely dif- 
ficult, and for strangers almost im- 
possible. 

He answered with a smile that the 
Pope was by no means a ‘hermit, and 
asked how many there were in our 


party. 

I said 124, I believe. 

He laughed, remarking that he had 
not room for half of them, and then 
asked, “How many are’ Catholics?” 

I said there were certainly two, and 
perhaps three. — 

e laughed much more heartily at 
this, and said, ‘““‘What is the purpose of 
the Protestants in wishing to see the 
Holy Father?” I answered that they 
we not all Protestants; some were 


' agnostics, who cared just as much and 


just as little for one religion as. an- 
other. But they were all moved, I 
continued, by respecting curiosity. 
They wanted to see a man whose tal- 
ents had raised him to so great an em- 
inence, and who wielded such a pow- 
erful influence in the world. He re- 
plied that the motive was creditable, 
and added, “The Pope has not the 
slightest objection to receiving Protes- 
tants.” He then suggested that I re- 
turn to the hotel and find out how 
many wanted to attend the celebration 
ef mass at the Pope's private chapel 
next morning. 

This is the incident that preceded the 
asking of the question, 
want to go and see the Pope?’ 
The response made it obvious that such 
@ desire was almost unanimous, and 
nearly the entire party at once signed 
@ request to that effect. 

Th I/carried to the Papal 
secretary, vis & him after dinner. As 
he handed me a bundle of tickets cf ad- 
mission, it occurred to me to asx him 
what were the rules or conditions of at- 
tendance—a question that proved quite 
important. 
He said that all gentlemen must 
dress in frock coats and white cra- 
vats, and all ladies must be costumed in 
black, and wear, instead of bonnets, 
black veils upon their heads. There 
must be no fans or jewels. And a!] a4- 
mitted to the presence would be ¢ex- 
pected to kiss the Pope’s hand, and to 


conform conventionally to the ceremon- 
fa 


When-I returned to the hotel again, 
the noisy buzz in the parlor was fol- 


lowed by a hush of expectancy, ani the 


general question, “Did you really get 
any tickets?” An exhibition of the gen- 
erous package increased the excitement, 
and applications came from all sides. 
Before distributing them, however, it 
Was considered proper to state the con- 
ditions of attendance, and these inime- 
diately produced an uproar of remon- 
ce. The six or elght Protestant 
clergymen who were present ceclared 
that they would not go and that 
no good Protestant. could. go, for 
to kiss the signet ring was to acknowl- 
edge allegiance to the papacy, and to 
repudiate all Protestant principles. Two 
or three of these gentlemen made ex- 
cited speeches to such as would listen 
to them, reiterating this view, and 
above the hubbub could be heard “Trea- 
son,” “Apostacy:” “Don’t give up your 
‘principles;” “It is disgraceful;” “What 


would Luther have thought of this?’ 


“Klas Protestantism no meaning?’’ 


“Will you go back on all cur fathers? 


fought to secure?” It was insisted that 
‘to Kiss the signet ring on the Pope's 
hand was to acknowledge gneself a 
Catholic and a subject of the Remish 
ehurch, and the example was vocifer- 


ously quoted of the young Christian’ 


girl. under the Roman empire, who 
scorned to offer incense to Jupiter, 
and walked calmly to: martyrdom in 
reference.

“Well, I think.she was.a 


earnest, and one tall and fervent cler- 
gyman, who was a good singer, went 
to the piano and filled the hotel with 
“My Country, "tis of‘thee,” sung as 
rousing solo. Amid the turbulent roar 
of his singing and the hand-clapping 
that succeeded it, could be heard argu- 
ments as to the real significance of the 
ceremonial—those who took the tickets 
generally satisfying themselves with 
the declaration that to bow to Queen 
Victoria at a reception at Windsor 
Castle and kiss her hand, would not be 
acknowledging her as sovereign of the 
United States. Some gladly accepted 
tickets, and then sadly brought them 
back, after listening to the Pfemon- 
strances of their ministers; but ge 
than sixty omg com of; nearly 
that had n granted. 

Then came the question of the cos- 
tume required—the “official garbage, as 
a youthful joker insisted on designating 
it. The problem of veils seemed difficult 
to solve, because it was late on Sat- 
urday night; but a dealer in ‘head-gear 
speedily heard of the dilemma and in- 
vaded the Hotel’ Minerva with boxes 
of laces and black tulle. For an hour 
the ladies bought veils ranging in price 
from 50 cents to $15. The gentlemen 
of the party hustled to find frock coats 
and white ties. Some hired them from 
the waiters, some from tailors, and one 
or two had the audacity to borrow the 
necessary toggery from disgusted cler- 
gymen who had conducted the A:P.A. 
exercises and sung. themselves hoarse 
in opposition to the fearful signet ring. 
Some of these crusaders will probably 
preach next Sunday in coats that have 
done supplicant homage to the Pope 


‘| of Rome. 


Next morning there was hot haste. 
Dreams were cut short. Early rising 
was necessary. Breakfast was at 7, and 
as each hypothetical penitent appeared 
in the breakfast room arrayed in mourn- 
ful toggery, borrowed for the -oc- 
casion, there was a greeting of 
good-natured laughter and ironical ap- 
plause. They were undoubtedly miser- 
able sinners, but their most conspicuous 
sin seemd to be bad dressing. Every- 
body had on somebody else’s clothes. 
“Hello! where did you get that?’ was 
the question asked between mouthfuls. 
Thev were victims of the rules of the 
Vatican, and it was amusing to think 
that the Supreme Pontiff would. be 
pleased with the salutation of a tough- 
looking lot of misfits whose appearance 
would exclude them from any respecta- 
ble society. It was a hot August morn- 
ing; but some of the gentlemen were 
smothered in heavy overcoats, while the 
ladies were completely transformed, Af. 
hasty b We started: fort 
in open carriages, as grotesqiie as Fal- 
staff's followers. 

We arrived in five minutes at the foot 
of the Royal Staircase, which marks the 
boundary between the Kingdom of Italy 
and the “Papal Dominions.” On the 
outside was ranged a file of King Hum- 
bert’s soldiers, and on the inside a file 
of the Pope’s body-guard, sometimes 
known as “Swiss mercenaries.” The 
latter, who were very much in evidence 
in all parts of the Vatican, were in a 
startling uniform of brilliant yellow and 
black—a military coat enlivened with 
a dash of red. and the fullness of yel. 
low knee-breeches accentuated by broad 
stripes of black hanging loose from belt 
to knee. The coat sleeves and stockings 
were similarly striped with longitudinal

strips of black and yellow, giving these 
wage-earners from the Alps a very pic- 
torial appearance indeed. Hanging 
obliquely across the painted warrior was 
a baldric embossed with gold..On the 
whole he was very. pretty. The Scala 
Regia, at the foot of which we stood, 
consistsof seventy-eightsteps and leads 
only up to the first floor; but the archi- 
tect has succeeded in giving it the ap- 
pearance of tremendous length by re- 
sorting to an ingenious trick. This stair- 
case is only half as wide at the top as 
at the bottom, and all the parts of it 
are diminished in the same propor- 
tion. The supporting columns at the 
bottom, for instance, are two féet 
in diameter. while at the top they 
are only a foot. This device increases 
the apparent distance by false per- 


}epective. creating the same deceptive 


impression on the eye that is produced 
by a painted picture. To make the dis- 
tances in the Vatican longer, however, 
seems an unnecessary attention. for it 
contains twenty open courts and parks 
and eleven thousand rooms; to thor- 
ouchiv inspect it is as fatiguing as to 
welk over the city. 

Not far from the top of the Scala 
Regia we came to the pontifical ante- 
chamber named on our tickets: and 
here at an open door an officer relieved 
us of these documents. I retained one, 
however, and it is as follows: :

We were now ushered into the chape 


ticket-holders. The contest waxed very” 


and assigned to seats—long backless 
benches, covered with green brocade. 
The American pilgrims shortly filed in, 
wearing badges, bearing banners, and 
carrying in their hands and under their 
arms parcels of various articles for the 


| Pope to bless. On each side of the al- 


tar they set their two large and hand- 


at least four feet by six—and wére 
given seats in front. e restrained an 
impulse to jump and give three cheers 
for the flags, and sat still. While 
waiting for the pontiff to appear we 
had time to observe the surroundings. 

We were in a hall perhaps a hundred 
feet long by fifty wide. It was hung 
with crimson brocade from ceiling to 
floor. On the sides, framed in this 
tapestry, were four large Fagor ye of 
memorable events in the life of Christ, 
and the frieze was composed of fres- 
coes of holy places—Jerusalem, Beth- 
lehem, etc. In the lofty ceiling were 
deep-set panels of gold. In front of us 
was the high altar with handsome 
candelabra and six candies, and va- 
rious rich equipments; over it wasa tall 
canopy of crimson silk. This was evi- 
dently to be a low mass, as there was 
no organ, and no arrangements for 
singing, but through the one open win- 
dow was faintly wafted to our ears the 
music of the high mass being celebrat- 
ed in Saint Peter's. 

Presently the heavy crimson curtains 
over the portal nearest the Pope's 
apartments were drawn aside, and two 
members of the Swiss guards entered 
bearing halberds or long axes, followed 
by four of King Humbert’s soldiers. 
The latter were in handsome uniform, 
and wore plumed helmets, which they 
did not remove until the elevation of 
the Host. They ranged themselves 
about the altar. Others of the papal 
body-guard entered, and were imme- 
diately followed by four cardinals, and 
two chamberlains supporting the Pope 
between them. 

The appearance of the latter did not 
seem to justify the current report that 
he is still strong and vigorous. His 
eighty-six years seemed a heavy bur- 
den to carry. He was much bent, con- 
siderably emaciated, and _ evidently

feeble, and the white cassock, “White 
belt, white slippers, and the little white 
zuchetto on his scalp, emphasized his 
paleness and feebleness. He tottered 
to the front of the altar and began the 
long ceremonial of the mass—standi 

all the while, though he, had fasted 


h | since the’night before. 


It is not necessary to dexeribe the de- 
tails of this familiar eucharistic serv: 
ice. The voice of the Pope was thin 
and weak, and at times was scarcely 
heard at all; it was obvious that he was 
much fatigued. After he had finished 
the half-hour mass a chair was set for 
him, and he participated in another long 
mass by one of the cardinals. 

During the celebration of this rite the 
audience, if the people present should 
be so termed, were upon their knees. At 
any rate they were supposed to be. 
Some refused this concession to the 
Church of Rome, and sat bolt upright 
upon their seats. But they succeeded 
in maintaining that attitude only when 
they were out of reach of the more de- 
vout participants. Those who could be 
got at were compelled to assume the de- 
votional posture, being sternly taken 
hold of, pulled down, and made to kneel 
by physical force. I attempted to a.m- 
promise by sitting on my heels In the 
attitude familiarly’ known as the 
“Georgia squat,” but a devout person 
behind me gave me an agzressive 
punch with his foot under the bench, 
which I took as a hint, and surrendered 
to the proper genufiection. A tall, 
sharp-featured man at my left was not 
so easily managed. The pious regulator 
attempted to reduce him.to conformity 
in the same way, but the gentleman— 
who was indulging also in the Georgia 
squat—gave a sudden and vicious back- 
ward kick under the bench, which must 
have struck the devotee in some sensi- 
tive portion of his anatomy, for, utter- 
ing a slight groan, he immediately 
withdrew and left the squatter in un- 
disturbed sovereignty. This irregular 
worshiper had a wild and wicked look 
out of the corner of his eye after that, 
as if he were waiting for the. represen- 
tative of the church militant to come 
again. He rejoiced my soul exceed- 
ingly. I still wonder whether the ununi- 
formed regulator behind was an usrher, 
or whether he was merely a superserv- 
iceable zealot willing to sacrifice him- 
self for others, compelling ceremonial 
conformity by neglecting his own 
prayers. 

At the close of the mass the Pope’s 
chair was placed on the platform facing 
the audience. At his immediate left 
stood the tall, handsome tutor of the 
Prince Royal of Italy, in plain black, 
and around were assembled the cardi- 
nals and chamberlains. One of these 
presented the American pilgrims as 
they approached, generally by name. 
Eaeh one knelt, reverently kissed the 
Pope’s hand, then prostrated himself 
and kissed his foot, rising to receive his 
benediction. Several presented articles 
to be blessed by the Holy Father: and 
most of them, if not all, left an offering 
in gold, of which one of.the chamber- 
lains took charge. When the pilgrims 
had all rendered their homage and re- 
tired, some members of our party went 
forward and were received in a similar 
manner. Some of them were C'atholics 
and some Protestants. All kissed the 


all his white satin slipper, embroidered 
with red cross. There being a mo- 
ment’st hiatus, a cardinal steppéd for- 
ward and said that-the Pope was sorry 
that his extreme fatigue would pre- 
vent his receiving any more; but that 
he blessed them all from his heart, and 
assured them of his déep interest in

ELIAS MUGGINS’S HEN PLANT.

Yes, I am Elias: Muggins of Eagle 
Rock Valley, where, six months ago, I 
founded a hen plant. 

Had it been an iron, steel or chem- 
ical plant instead, the fact would have 
been chronicled far and near. 

Starting in I bought a dog house of 
a sandy-complexioned feller that had 
failed in. the dog business, his dog 
business having quite gone to the dogs 
at the time. I bought the dog house 
for $2 when "twas well worth five. With 
a few hundred lath and some strips I 
soon made a very handsome corral, 
taking pains to whitewash it a very 
brilliant white, dabbing the peaked tops 
of the laths with a mixture of red 
lead and oil in order to please the fowls 
and add to the beauty of the landscape.

Taking ’em 
in, wife wore:the handsomest look on 
her face I'd seen her wear since we got 
spliced in York State, a.d when she 
said she was greatly hencouraged, I 
blurted out the old stereotyped “eggs- 
zactly!”’ By the way, we have a bright, 
active little chap at our house we took 
to raise. And we have raised him sev- 
eral times since. we took him. To 
specify: I raised him once very mark- 
edly just after he had used my razor 
to make goose-quill toothpicks with. It 
took all my spare time of four or five 
weeks to get that razor back again to 
a business edge, and. during all those

the boy once, when, wanting 
to use the vinegar jug to put coal-oil in 
he poured the vinegar into the churn 
where the cream was. As there was 
room in the churn for both, he didn’t 
feel like throwing the vinegar away. 
After raisin’ him them two times he 
said he felt as if he was half brought 
up if not a little more, an’ though 
raisin’s were mighty healthy he ruther 
preferred the store kind. Wife an- 
swered that there was more in store of 
that same kind if he didn’t watch out 
The boy’s name is Henry, and to keep 
him away from the hens, wife calls out 
to him: “Oh, Henry! you, Henry; you 
keep out of that hennery.” I'd thought 
of calling the yard a chickery, but, as 
we use chiccory, mixing it with our 
coffee to save the storekeeper the trou- 
ble, and as we might get mixed in our 
meanings without meaning to, I gave 
that idea up. Our hens don’t brood, 
though my wife does, brooding and 
worrying over their failures as though 
the responsibility rested upon herself 
rather than upon them. My conclusion 
is that our kind of chickens are un- 
kind. Getting ready to whittle ont 
some decoy hens to set around on the 
nests in order to show the live ones 
how, being an inspiring example of 
quietness—wife said that object lessons 
were n. g. for fowls, and whatever our 
object might be, or however much we 
might object to the hens not setting 
they being set or contrary in their 
ways, we'd have our pains for our 
trouble. Having pains sufficient at al! 
times or seasons, particularly at unsea- 
sonable times, like colicky pains In the 
summer season, I laid, or rather set. 
the decoy scheme one side. Possibly I 
don’t feed my hens a heavy enough 
kind of food, though I should suppose 
that rye, which is very weighty, with 
plenty of coarse gravel stones, would 
be heavy enough to induce a hen to set 
if there’s anything in the heft. 
Though a tyro in the business, these 
conclusions of mine look logical and 
reesonable. Good by; not another peep 
from this quarter till my hens repent 
and begin to set. D

Indians in Idaho. 

The Nez Perces Indians had lived 
from time immemorial in Idaho; and 
up to that time it had been their boast 
that no Nez Perce had ever taken the 
life of a white man, though it could 
not be said that no white man had 
ever killed a Nez Perce. From our 
first acquaintance with them through 
the expedition of Lewis and Clarke, 
they had been exceedingly friendly to 
white explorers and settlers; yet the 
old story of a desire on the part of 
the white people to occupy Indian land 
caused the serious trouble that oc- 
curred during that year, followed by 
the usual result. They were occupants 
of the Wallowa Valley. By treaty 
this land was given to the Indians as 
a part of their reservation, and they 
were opposed to the surrender of it. 
They were in comfortable circum- 
stances, having herds of cattle and 
plenty of horses. A determined effort 
was made by interested whites to make 
them surrender the contested ground, 
and the prominent chiefs, including 
Looking Glass and Chief Joseph, op-

horseman. He turned down the trail 
nearly opposite to where I was stand- 


ing, and as he wound his way along 
ya the steep bluffs, I observed that 
he was a cavalryman, possibly a bearer 
of dispatches. He came to the ferry 
on the opposite side, the boatman fer- 
ried him over, and he rode up to me, 
dismounted and saluted; and then I 
recognized him as one of the cavaliry- 
men from Gen. Sturgis’s command. So 
anxious was I to know the result of the 
operations taking place some two hun- 
dred miles to the west that the first 
question I asked him was, “Have you 
had a fight?" 

“No,” he replied, “but we have had a 
good chance,” alluding to an adroit 
maneuver that Looking Glass and 
Chief Joseph had made when they

From information received and the 
direction taken by the Indians the in- 
dications were that they intended to 
join the hostile Sioux, north of the Ca- 
nadian line. In order to intercept them 
if possible, or, if not, to take up their trafl 
and pursue them, I moved to the north- 
west, toward the mouth of the Mussel- 
shell River, reaching a camping ground 
within six miles of that point, on the 
evening of the 23d, after a hard march 


of fifty two miles within-twenty-four 
hours. 


A MARCH FROM THE YELLOW- 
STONE TO THE MISSOURI 


During this march across the coun- 
try from the Yellowstone to the Mis- 
suuri, IT had sent out, to the front and 
left, scouts with directions to go on 
until they found some sign of the {n4i- 
ans and then to come in on my Jine of 
march and make reports, thus covering 
our command by a cloud of scouts and 
videttes for a long distance in advance 
and to our left. Some of these men 
rode a distance of more than two hun- 
dred miles before making any report. 
Within, a circle of scouts kept from 
five to twenty miles in advance, and, 
taking advantage of the high mittes to 
eurvey the country carefully over with 
field glasses or telescopes, we discovered 
no sign of the hostile Nez Perces 

Not hearing from one of my guides, 
an intelligent brave mrin. George Jonn- 
son, I afterward learned that he had 
met with misfortune. Going down a 
stream known as Squaw Creek, and 
coming to the bank of the Missouri, he 
supposed it.was the Musselshell, a river 
which he had crossed-many times ty 
fording. Being desirous to reach, ag 
he supposed, the other side of the Mus: 
selshell, he started across. He was a 
heavy man, and his horse being un- 
doubtedly weak, he got out into the 
whirlpools of the deep and turbulent 
Missouri, and was carried down the 
river and drowned in the treacherous 
waters before he could reach  efther 
shore. His body and that of his horse 


were found many miles below seme 


weeks later. 

Part of our band of Indian allies that 
went out as scouts moved along be- 
side the column apparently indifferent 
and listless, yet taking the greatest care 
of their band of war ponies, shich 
they were driving or leading” and evi- 
dently getting tn fine ¢ondition for ge- 
rious service. They themselves were 
mounted on very indifferent ponies end 


“mules, and some of them wearing old 


hats and coats and very ordinary In- 
dian clothing. But the sudden and in- 
stantaneous transformation of these 
warriors when they came in close 
proximity to the enemy was startling 
and most interesting. 


GETTING ACROSS THE MISSOURI. 


Reaching camp six miles from the 
Missouri on the evening of September 
23, and desiring to take every chance 
of getting my command across the deep 
and turbid waters of this great river, 
I called upon Capt. Hale to give me an 
officer who would ride forward and de- 
tain any steamer that might be either 
ascending or descending the Missourt. 
The horses af the Seventh Cavalry had 
just been turned out to graze after a 
very long and a most difficult forced 
march. 

In spite of the fact that he must have 
been very tired, Lieut. Biddle quickly 
responded that with the approval of 
Capt. Hale he would go. I replied that 
I would. be very glad if he would take 


idly for that purpose. 

He had his horse saddled at once, and, 
accompanied by one soldier, in less than 
ten minutes he was disappearing from 
our view as he dashed at a gallop down 
the valley. I could not antictpate at 
that anxious moment the terrible trag- 
edy that awaited in the near future 
these two enterprising and splendid of- 
ficers. I do not think that Lieut. Riddle 
drew rein until he stood on the bank of 
the Missouri, just in time to hail the 
last regular steamer going down the 
river that season. As a result of taking 


the enterprise of the young officer, he 
sent word back that night, and when we 
reached the Missouri next morning we 


awaiting us. 

Early the next morning found us at 
the bank of the river, and I immediately 
crossed over the battalion of the Sec- 
ond Cavalry under Capt. Tyler. This 
was done for a double purpose; one was 
that they might move along the left 


crossing at any of the ferries above, and 


dered to send a battalion of cavalry to 
escort Gen. Terry on his peace commis- 
sion to meet Sitting Bull with the Cana- 
dian officers north of the Canadian line. 
The balance of the command was moved 
up the river a short distance above the 
mouth of the Museelshell, and as all in- 
formation I had received up to that time 
indicated that the Nez Perces were still 
fifty or seventy-five miles south of the 
Missouri, I decided to move up the 
— bank of that river and intercept 
them. 


A STEAMER DEPARTS TOO SOON. 
As I could not detain the steamer any 
great length of time, I gave permission 


for it to continue its journey down the 
river. Capt. Baldwin, one of the most 


efficient of officers. who had been worn 
down by hard service, was, by the ad- 
vice of the surgeon, instructed to go 
down the river for rest, and also to

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QUAY AND HIS TOWNSMEN. | 


fHE ANCESTRY, CAREER AND CHARACTER OF A GREAT 


Knows the Power of Silence—How the Pennsylvania Senator Spends His 
Time When at Home—Some of His Political Methods—A Leader in 
State Politics—Quay in Opposition to the Camerons. ’ 
The Senator’s Later Political Activities. 


‘REAVER (Pa..) Noy. §, 1895.—In the 
winter of 1860 the late Andrew Gregg 
Curtin declared *himeelf a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania. Several other 
formidable candidates were in the field, 
and the preliminary canvass proved a 
close and exciting one. Among those 
who at this time attached themselves 
to the fortunes of Gov. Curtin was a 
young man then hardly known outside 
of the community in which he lived, 
byt now recognized as one of the great- 
eat political generals of the age—Mat- 
thew Stanley Quay.’ Mr. Curtin, de- 
siring the assistance in Beaver county 
of some one who could secure the elec- 
tion to the State convention of dele- 
gates favorable to his candidacy, was 
advised by friends in the western part 
’ of the State to apply to Mr. Quay, the 
prothonotary of his county, as the man 
best adapted to the work in hand. He 
did so, and in a cordial, manly letter 
asked Mr. Quay to aid his canvass in 
every way that he could consistently 
and conscientiously. Mr. - Quay, flat- 
tered by this appeal, ‘responded by 


heading a Beaver-county delegation to 
the State convention pledged to Mr. 
Curtin. Twenty-five years later, when 
Mr. Quay, a candidate for State Treas- 
urer—I had this story from Gov. Cur- | 
tin just before he died—was appealing | 
to his friends throughout the BState.to. 
give.__him their support, the letter 
which he sent to his old leader was | 
written on the back of that which Cur- | 
tin, as a candidate, had addressed to. 
him in 1860—a eignal illustration of the 
careful and systematic manner -in 
which Senator Quay plays the game of | 
politics. 
Notable men afe often studied to best | 
advantage in their own homes, among | 
their own people. Senator Quay, who, 
at the age of sixty-four, has just scored 
the most memorable triumph of his 
long career, and who today, doubtless 
exerts the strongest individual influ- 
ence of any man in his party, is no ex- 
ception to this rule. This town of Bea- 
ver, in which Senator Quay has spent 
the better part of his life, is one of. the 
most attractive in Western Pennsylva- 
nia. It lies on the banks of the Ohio, 
about an hour’s ride from Pittsburgh. 
In the public square stands an old 
brick church which has been remod- 
eled and spoiled. Here preached the 
father of Senator Quay, a man chiefly 
remarkable to the country because he 


rescued the elder Harrison's election 
from what seemed hopelessness. I vis- 
ited Senator Quay'’s former newspaper 
office, where he was a sort of amateur 


editor, following that vocation merely | 


as a part of his political apprentice- 
ship, and talked with persons who have 
known him from boyhood. The confi- 
dence in him in. Beaver, as far as I 
could learn, is universal. The opiaion 
of the people is that he isa manin a 
class of his own; that he has been im- 
pelled, by temperament and race, to 
embark in many ventures, and occa- 
sionally has missed success: that in one 
of these games of hazard he lost his 
property and became involved in debt. 
The monument of that debt I saw in 
an elegant. house: in a retired part of 
the town behind the courthouse. It 
was clearly built for the comfort of a 
large family, and has a separate build- 
ing or extension, with its own doors, 
where Senator Quay once had his 
Nibrary and received his political vis- 
ftors. His present home, nearer the 
railroad, is.a plain brick house painted 
yellow, with a narrow porch in front,a 
little gate in the rear, and a sort of 
frame extension. But you-ean see that 
the occupant of the house has been 
creeping up. A library has been added 
to this house, of what seems to be 
newer brick; and there is again a sec- 
ond entrance, so that the sheep may 
separate themselves from the gvats 
when they come to see the Senator. 

The story of Senator Quay is the 
story of a Western man of the Scotch- 
Irish race. His father, the offspring of 
@ runaway match between a country 
storekeeper and the daughter of a rev- 
olutionary captain, was a Presbyterian 
minister, strong in the pastoral office, 
‘and for some years agent of the For- 
eign Mission Society and of the Colon- 
ization Society. The son was born in 
Dillsburg, in York county, an ancient 
settlement on the Harrisburg and. Bal- 
timore road, lying in the shadow of the 
Sou.h Mountain. The elder Quay re- 
moved to Beaver in 1840, when his son 
Was seven years old. 

At a very early age the future Sena- 
tor gave proof of the shrewdness and 
boldness’ that has marked his entire 
course. One day, when he was about 
six years old, as he tells the story, his 
father brough home a pocket Bible 
and a tin sword with a red hilt. He 
might have his choice; his sister was 
to have what was left. He chose the 
Bible. because he knew that his sister 
would have no use for the sword and 
that it would eventually come to him. 

Young Quay, after studying at Jef- 
fers6n College, ran a stereopticon in 
Louisiana; tried to start a paper in 
Shreveport, but failed to raise the 
money; taught school in Texas, fought 
the Comanches, -who were threatening 
the border, returned to Beaver (where 
he has lived ever since.) was admitted 
to the bar and made prothonotary, all 
before the war. Before the wal, too, 
as before stated, he carried the Fanet 
Gelegates for the nomination of Gov. 
Curtin. He went to the front as colonel 
of the One Hurdred and Thirty-fourth 
Pennsylvania Infantry. On his surg- 
geon's orders he quit in 1862 for ty- 
phoid fever. He had resigned his com-.

It was the 
first great battle in which Quay came 
into direct conflict with the Camerons. 
He drew upon all his resources, but 
it was clear to him early in 
the fight that if he gave strong 
evidence of success it would in- 
vite the combined opposition of the 
field against him, and so_it proved. 
Had no interest save that of the speak- 
ership been at stake, he would have 
had an easy victory. He withdrew as 
a candidate before the caucus, the 
Cameron man was elected, and Cam- 
eron got the Senatorship, During the 
progress of that canvass, and when 
Quay was crowding the fight, he was 
asked by Gen. Cameron to call on him 
at the Girard House in Philadelphia. 
He called. 

“IT understand,” said Cameron, “that 
you are an candidate for Speaker?” 

“That's true,” was Quay’s reply. 

“Well, that’s all right,” responded 
Cameron. “I don’t care to oppose you, 
and if you will help me for the Sena- 
torship, 1 will turn in for you as 
Speaker.” 

“No, sir,” retorted Quay. “Whether 
I am elected Speaker or not, I shall do 
all in my power to prevent your election 
to the Senate.” » 

Twenty years afterward Col. Quay 
went to call on Gen. Cameron at his 
well-known stone house on the banks of 
the Susquehanna at Harrisburg. The 
old statesman had then been nearly ten 
years retired from active political life. 
When Quay tose to go, Gen, Cameron, 


as he took his hand to say good-by, 


said: 

“By the way, Quay, if you are a can- 
didate for United States Senator, and I 
can make a vote or two for you, be sure 


will” 


Quay said nothing except to express 
his thanks, for he was not yet ready to 
announce his candidacy, but his mem- 
ory must have gone back to that other 
interview, twenty years before, when 
Cameéron asked his influence for the 
same office, and got a very different re- 
ply. 

A LEADER IN STATE POLITICS. 


Quay’s political history after hts de- 
feat for Speaker of the Assembly, was 
a varied one, but in the main it is the 
history of a steady growth in strength 


SENATOR QUAY. 


When the Curtin wing ‘of the party, the 
leadership of which he had shared with 
Col. A. K. McClure, went to pleces soon 
after the war he was strong cnough to 
make good terms with the Camerons. 
At first the associate, and, after his 
death, the successor, of Robert W. 
Mackey, he was the principal field mar- 
shal of their forces. He was five years 
out of office, except as secretary of the 
State Committee, but in 1873 he came 
back with the administration of Gov. 
Hartranft, who was elected after a 
furious campaign, in the course of 
which Don Cameron gave his check to 
the State Committee for $100,000, and got 
back $7000 after the bills were settled. 
Quay was Hartranft’s Secretary of 
State until he resigned become re- 
corder of the city of Phil phia, which 
office he resigned to beco again Sec- 
retary of State under Gov.

They crossed swords in the convention, 
and Quay was badly beaten, It came 
to be noised abroad that Magee was 
closer to Cameron than was Quay. Cam- 
eron had taken no part in the fight of 
1883, but in the following vear, when he 
was traveling in Europe for his health, 
he sent his proxy as a member of the 
National Committee to Magee. Quay 
dia not go to the national cenvention 
that year, and observant politicians be- 
gan tosay: “It used to be Mackey who 
ran the machine; then it was Mackey 
and Quay; then it was Quay alone; 
then it was Quay and Magee: now it 
seems to be Magee and Quay. It will 
soon be Magee alone.”

SENATOR QUAY'’S MANNERS AND 
METHODS. 


Senator Quay is not an orator or a 


speaker. He is a keen, able, method- 
ical man; who has made politics his 
life work, and who now has what gie 

n echeming for years to obtain. 
He doés not believe in a speaking cam- 
paign, nor in meetings to Nsten to 
speeches. A procession or two, and a 
few mass-meetings may be well enough 
to keep up the enthusiasm of a - 
paign, in his opinion, but do not e 
votes or change results. His po ~*~ 
are “practical.”’ He believes in money, 
in influerice, and in activity without 
noise. As a party leader, he unites the 
methods of both the Camerons. Simon 
Cameron followed a policy of concillat- 
ing his enemies, while he rewarded his 
friends. Equally loyal in his friend- 
ships, Don Cameron would rather crush 
one enemy. that conciliate two. The 
elder Cameron etudied the tendency of 
public thought, and contrived to turn 
up always at the front, and headed in 
the same direction; the younger prefers 
to follow hig own judgment, and de- 
mands that ‘the ‘party go with him. 
Quay has more activity than the father, 
and less stubbornness than the son; he 
has the iron hand of the one, and the 
velvet glove of the other And he has 
always had the courage of his convic- 
tions. 

They say. here in Beaver that the 
first element in Senator Quay is will; 
the second, infinite patience and genius 
for details; the third, a great power to 
compromise differences in his party; 
the fourth, to keep his word; the fifth, 
to be silent and study his books, when 
there is nothing else to do—for people 
who opine that the Senator’s knowl- 
edge begins and ends with politics will, 
perhaps, be surprised to hear that he 
is an omnivorous reader of books. In- 
deed, his home here in Beaver is that 
of the student and scholar. There is 
nothing superficial about: it; for the 
owner abhors mere show. His posses- 
slons are all impressive tributes to the 
refinement and good taste which have 
brought them together. His pictures, 
his statuary and his books have cost 
him a fortune, and I doubt if there is 
anywhere in the State a private li- 
brary the egual of that in the modest 
house here in Beaver. The whole 
house, in fact, is a library; one encoun- 
ters shelves upon shelves of books in 
almost every room and in the halls, 
and additions for the accommodation 
of more books have been built recently. 
Senator Quay has studied them with a 
wholesome appetite for what is in them 
and has never neglected them. He has 
about everything in. literature worth 
having which it has been possible to 
obtain. He has many rare editions of 
different authors, and has been particu- 
larly energetic in his collection of works 
bearing upon religious history; there is 
nothing upon which he has read more 
widely, unless it be matters of politi- 
cal economy. 

Those who expect in the Pennsylivan'‘a 
leader the usual outward indications 
of a masterful man are disappointed 
whefi they meet Senator Quay for the 


first time. On ordinary occasions, one 
? might easily mistake him for a coun- 


try storekeeper off for a holiday. In 
some respects, he is a composite char- 
acter. He can content himself alone, 
or he can find pleasure and diversion in 
the midst of his friends. In his ver- 
sonal relations, he is gracious and un- 
assuming. He never turns you away 
with a short answer, save as “No” isa 
small word. Every one who goes to see 
him when he is tm, and not indi sed 
or in conference, mav see him, and 
may talk as long as he has anything 
to say. As a. rule, it is the visitor who 
does the talking, but when a friend 
comes into his room in whom he has 
confidence, he will onen the doors of 
his speech, and chat interestingly hour 
after hour. Moreover, Senator Ovay 
can stand more abuse to the square 
inch than a matoritv of men. He will 
not let you smite the other cheek, but 
he will pull vou aside by the coat- 
sleeve and begin to armue with you. 
He. will tell vou. that vou are wrong, 
and then proceed to show in a plausi- 
ble and friendlv manner that he is not 
such a bad man after all, but a worthy 
man and a gentleman.

GOOD COOKING. 


Some Old-fashioned but Delicious 


Dishes. 
(CONTRIBUTED TO THD TIMBsS.) 
English cheese cakes are made in 
this way: 
One pound of curd, from slightly 
scalded sour milk, drained and pressed 
dry. 
Three-fourths pounds of white sugar. 


Three-fourths pound of butter. 
Eight eggs. 


Juice and grated rind of two lemons. 


Beat the eggs well, and mix the in- 
gredients thoroughly. 


Bake in tart shells, or as small pies | 


with an under crust only. 
FRENCH SANDWICH. 
One-half pound of butter. 
One-half\ pound sugar. 
One-half pound flour. 
Five eggs. 


Mix as for . This makes 
a very soft mixture. Bake in a tin with 
straight—not flaring—sides; something 
in which the cake can be left until it 
is wanted for use,@r at least until it 


is thoroughly cold. Spread a thin layer. 
of the cake mixture on. the bottom of. 


the baking tin, “ upon this place’ a‘ 


ayer—about an thick—of fruit, 
washed and dried nts, seeded and 
chopped raisins, chopped figs, etc., all 
well mixed together. Pour the remain- 
der of the cake mixture over this as 


)evenly as possible and bake in a mod- 


erately hot oven. The larger part of the 
batter should be put upon the top, as 


it runs down jnto the fruit. This cake 


is'so rich that\it must be handled with 
great care. It\should not be removed 
from the tin unfjl the day after. baking, 
and should e placed on a piece of 
board, or other flat surface. 


RATAFIES. 


One-half pound of bitter almond ker. 
nels, blanched. 

One pound of sweet almond kernels, 
blanched, 

One pound of fine white sugar. 

Put these articles into a mortar and 
beat them until they are fine 
smooth. Then beat in gradually the 
whites of eggs, about one dezen will 
be required, until the mixture forms a 
smooth paste. thin enough to be 
squeezed through a cornucopia. 


Make a. cornucopia of writing paper, 
or of any qther firm, white paper, cut off 
the point at the bottom, leaving a hole 
about half an inch, or a little less, in 


diameter. 


Fill the mixture into the cornucopia, 
and squeeze it through the hole at the 
end into little round \cakes, which 
should be dropped onto Puttered tins 
or firm, well-ociled—-whie paper. Dust

On the base of the statue of William 
Lloyd Garrison in Boston stands the 
inscription: “The World is my Country, 
to do Good my Religion.” Since that 
noble word fitly expresses the life of 
the great abolitionist it stamps him as 
a truly religious man, even though the 
churches branded him with the harsh- 
est names. Since that lofty word fell 
honestly from the lips of its author, 
Thomas Paine, it bespeaks him, too, as 
religious, although the superstitions of 
his age led him into an attitude which 
still leaves him before our minds the 
great American infidel. 

But the man who treats other men 
as creatures whom no real bond unites 
with himself, with whom he can have 
no genuine sympathy, from whom he 
is free to hold himself aloof, toward 
whom he has no due or duty beyond 
that which the law ordains, this man, 
having no care for his fellows, no cour- 
tesy for the lowly, no pity for the un- 
fortunate, no respect for the erring, 
because of his failing to recognize the’ 
divine life in men; this man is essen- 
‘tially irreligious, though he be elder or 
church warden. 

Religion is to recognize reverently 
the threefold mystic bond of life and 
loyally to render the dues or duties 
thereof. “Over all belief is faithful- 
lent prophet 

Is not this what the ancient propnhe 
meant when he wrote: “What doth 
the Lord require of -thee but to do 
justly, and to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly with thy God?” 

Is it not what the apostle meant 
when he declared: “Pure religion and 


Like-every other principle, religion 
must think itself out into clear self- 
consciousness and thus haveits thought, 
form or creed; must house itself into a 
guardian body, and thus grow its-in- 
stitution’*or church. And it is well for 
us, ordinary folk, to defer, as far as 
may be, to the thought of the past, and 
to use for our soul’s good the helpful 
provisions of the school of character. 
But we must remember in so doing that 
religion itself is neither correct creed 
nor true church, but right life. 

So, the Divine Man, who came to tring 
the true religion into the worid, never 
spoke about it, never used the word it- 
self, but He lived the true life in its 
threefold relationship toward God, the 
inner self, and the human brothers, and 
the world sees in that life the one per- 
fect religion.

SINGERS IN ENGLAND. 


The Duke of Westminster’s Cour- 
tesy—Ellen Terry Before a Pri- 
wate Audience—An Artist’s Ex- 
perience When Appearing Before 
the Royal Family.

Tt is now more than twenty-five 
years since Alboni, the famous Italian 
contralto, who had been commanded 
to sing at a state concert at Bucking- 
ham Palace, after having electrified 
her aristocratic hearers by her beauti- 
ful singing, took from her pocket a 
pair of shears and snipped the red rope 
that separated the artists from the 
audience, exclaiming, “There! I have 
and what Alboni failed to 
accomplish in this daring act of a mo- 
ment, the gradual spread of republican 
tendencies has since achieved, 80 that 
now this fatal dividing-line between 
the entertainer and entertained—be- 
tween ortist and aristocrat—has become 
a dead letter.

He muét be dense indeed who can en- 
ter one of these magnificent old man- 
sions and feel nothing of the impres- 
siveness and grandeur of state, the 
dignity of ancestry, surrounded as he 
is with walls decorated by the hand of 
a Rubens or Murillo, and the very 
atmosphere redolent with refinement 
and culture of far-away generations. 
In fact, “Starving Dogs’ and a 
uniquely interesting programme were 
completely forgotten by me in the glow- 
ing anticipation of seeing Reynolds's 
wonderful painting of “Mrs. Siddons, 
as the Tragic Muse,” and Gains- 
borough’s famous “Boy in Blue.” 

The music-room itself was most bril- 
liant with decorations of white and 
gold, its scintillating chandeliers, and 
walls entirely covéred with huge paint- 
ings by Rubens. But by far the most 
unostentatious person present that 
afternoon was the Duke of Westmin- 
ster. Dressed in a plain suit of gray, 
with blue checked shirt, he himself 
served tea to the artists, and chatted 
most graciously and brightly with 
each and all. 

MISS TERRY'S AGITATION. 

The most interesting episode of the 
afternoon's programme was the ap- 
pearance of Ellen Terry, who was then 
playing Lady Macbeth at the Lyceum, 
and who had been moved solely by her 
love of dogs to consent to recite, a 
thing to which she is entirely unac- 
customed. The whole world knows how 
excessively emotional she is, but no 
one, without seeing it, could believe 
in the real anxiety which she mani- 
fester over this appearance. No school- 
girl, speaking her first “piece,” was 
ever more a prey of nervousness. She

The courtesy of the Duke of West- 
minster was only repeated by every 
notable host or hostess into whose 
house my friend's beautiful voice: took 
her, and they included the Duke of 
Fyfe's, Lady Dudley's Lady Brook's, 
Countess Lady Goldschmidt’s, 
Mrs. Mackay’s and many others. , 
At the Duke of Fyfe’s the whole royal 
family were present,. but the only 
points of etiquette that one had to 
bear in mind were the deep courtesy, 
and to remain standing while any .of 
the royal family stood. The Duke made 
himself agreeable in every way to the 


artists who were personally presented 
to the members of the royal family. It 
has come to he almost a doubtful 
pleasure to talk with the Princess of 
Wales, gracious as she is, on account 
of her increasing deafness. The gen- 
eral impression that the house of the 
Duke of Fyfe gives one is simply that 
of being huge, massive, -ponderous. 
Only heavy colors are used in carpets 
and hangings, which, with colossal pic- 
tures and enormous picces of furniture 
stifly arranged, make up the ensemble. 
One looks in vain for anything sug- 
gestive of an air of home comfort, and 
es for finding anywhere a cosy little 
nook, so dear to the heart of every 
American—perish the thought. And 
there was.ample time for exploring, as 
the singing did not begin until 11:30.

VERMIN PROOF. 


A NEW FLOOR FOR THE NEW 
HOUSE. 


What Tiles and Hard Plaster Have 

~~ Done tn Driving Out Bags and 

Rats—A Clever Housekeeper Can 
Lay Her Own Tile Floor. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

It is a cruel memory that men have 
gone on devising houses as if they de- 
sired to range themsélves on the side of 
the invader. An example will suffice. 
Some years ago a species of house was 
put on the market, loudly labeled as 
having “cabinet finish.”” By this was 
understood wainscoting and other de- 
vices of wood-left in the natural color, 
but duly polished and frequently made 
illusively attractive by narrow lines of 
gilt. 


This wainscoting consisted of slender 
panels put together with little flutes 
flanked by smaller cracks, Immediately 
these cracks were pre-empted by Croton 
bugs, or whatever species held the 
ground, and the history of conquest and 
colonization contains no instance 80 
rapid and complete. Women have 
decked themselves with diamonds and 
sons have sailed yachts out of the pro- 
ceeds of various “exterminators,” but 
‘he amount of household drudgery from 
that source alone is incalculable. 

A dozen years ago the richest woman 
in the country could not command the 
defenses against dirt and vermin that 
are now within the reach of every wo- 
man who. may have a home, however 
humble, of her own. As a matter of 
fact, during the era of palatial houses, 
ten years ago, that are still the marvel 
of the country, not a germ-proof, ver- 
min-proof house exists. That these are 
within everyone’s reach today is due to 
what is called fire-proof construction, 
manufactured of iron and steel. 

DOING AWAY WITH WOOD. 

The framework of a house is no longer 
wood, but of iron or steel. It is these 
that have revolutionized the building of 
houses, while not adding to their cost. 
Briefly, to show how this is done, the 
floor spaces are filled with hollow terra 
cotta tiles, that, filled in with cinders 
and ashes, make a bed for cement, that 
in turn forms the resting place for the 
floor. The object is to make the houss 
fire-proof; the result is to make it also 
rat-proof, for the most enterprising and 
experienced rat cannot gnaw through 
iron, nor digest cinders and cement! 
This is well enough so far as it goes, 
Modern houses are traversed by a net- 
work of pipes carrying steam, hot air, 
gas, water, sewage. These are as valu- 
able as ladders to civilized rats, and 
the intelligent water-bug who, having 
reached the region of wooden floors 
and sur-base, are at home with con- 
genial employment. 

One of the most prominent architects 
in this olty says: “I never use wood, ex- 
cept for ornament, where it can de 
avoided.”” In the most recent house of 
his construction ‘tthe floors are of ce- 
ment, in which strips of wotd have 
been laid around the edges in order to 
fasten the carpet down. Any one who 
has seen the imitation of blue flag pav- 
ing stones will understand something 
of the capabilities of cement merely as 
cement. 

“The difficulty,” continues the archi- 
tect, “lies in persuading the owners of 
houses that such floors are desirable. 
They are cold to the eye, and particu- 
larly so to the imagination. The mois- 
ture in the air certainly will congeal on 
their surface. But in our ‘hot steam 
and furnace-heated houses, and scorch- 
ing summer climate, this is not an cb- 
jection of importance compared with 
the cleanliness and defense against ver- 
min and germs that commend the fire- 
proof floor.” 

A WOMAN'S | WIT.. 

Handsome mosaic floors are made of 
imported marbles brought ver as care- 
fully cut cubes, and worked ‘out by 
skilled and expensive artisans. In a 
hotel corridor the other day some work- 
men were throwing marble chips in a 
bed of cement with apparently as little 
thought as boys tossing chips into a 
pond. An architect standing by said: 

“You women beat all to take a hint. 
I told a woman about that not long ago, 
and the other day she showed me a 
bathroom floor she had put down her- 
self with pieces of broken flower pois. 
It wasn’t a half bad piece of work: She 
says that now she means to utilize her 
small boys, since they are out of school, 
on the kitchen.” 

He then proceeded to give her a few 
hints which are here repeated for the 
benefit of other enterprising women. At 
marble yards it is always possible to 
buy, and once they were glad to give 
away, the broken and left-over »ieces of 
tombstones, mantels, and in some p'aces 
the centers cut out of washbasins. Mar- 
ble for all its pretense of hardness is 
not difficult to cut. 

The mosaic manufacturer has a ma- 
chine that cuts it like a woman cuts 
bread; a butcher's cleaver will do it, 
and a common workman will slice it 
with a chisel and hammer into neat 
cubes. But the amateur 1s not ‘nissing 
on exactness. The important thing is 
to have the marble, broken tiles or 
flower pots, if you will, the same thick- 
ness. These can be laid by anypody 
into a bed of cement, and left to hard- 
en. Afterward the floor is polished off 
with sandstone, and rubbed up with 
crude linseed oil. Or if there is any 
difficulty about having the marble cut 
there fs an easier form of mosaic calied 
“granite.” In this case the marble is 
broken into small pieces, none of which 


are over the size of a nickel, and for the | 


most part far smaller. These are mixed 
with the cement before it is Jaid, and 
put on with a trowel, when it is rolled 
to a fevel surface and left to harden. 
It is afterward polished as are other 
eorts of mosaic. 

SOME OF THE BENEFITS 

This, perhaps, may not be regarded 
as ladylike work. But distinctions of 
this sort do not seem to preserve that 
definiteness of outline that once they 
had. In any case it is not more dis- 
agreeable than scrubbing, 
chasing rats, mice, and 
water-bug, while it has the merit if not 
recurring daily, not even weekly. An 
ingenious woman may even go further 
and attempt something more ambitious. 
She may buy, if she cannot have cut, 
marble cubes of different tints and 
work out a simple design for herself. 
This is done by drawing it on brown pa- 
per in convenient sections. The paper 
is then coated with gum arabic, and the 
cubes laid on, léaving sufficient space 
for the cement to penetrate between 
them. This is done on a table, and the 
paper sections, being numbered, are put 
aside to dry, and until all are done, 
They are then laid, cubes downward, on 
a bed of cement, and are left to harden. 
The papers are subsequently washed off 
and the mosaic is smoothed and pol- 
ished in the usual manner. 

It is not intended here to give details 
for such work, but only to insist on its 
practicability, and the ingenious and 
enterprising woman, who can see no 
other method of relief from the ills 
that do so continuously beset her, will 
see that the difficulties are not insur- 
mountable, and that she can readily fill 
up the interstices of knowledge left pur- 
posely open here. Or, under her di- 
rections, if she acquaints herself with 
the technicalities, an ordimary journey- 
man stoneworker or plasterer can 
lay her design and mix her ground, 
if she prefers’ to tackle granita 
alone. Marble mosaic is porous, 
and will absorb stains, Tut so 
will carpets and so: will wood, so this 
objection has no more weight than else- 
where. American marbles are more 
porous than foreign, and for this rea- 
son, except the Tennessee and Knox- 
ville quarries, are scarcely used for mo- 
saics. However, an architect says that 
mosaics have scarcely as yet been con- 
sidered, except for exposed places, such 
as hotel corridors. A private house will 
admit of marbles used that would not 
be possible under continual pressure 
end indiscriminate use. Moreover, with 
the wealth of richness that this coun- 
try holds in marble not yet developed, 
when this is done it will make marble 
mosaic as common and varied as it now 
is in Italy. 

USING TILES. 


The only advantage over marble is 
held by vitrified tiles, that are abso- 
lutely non-absorbent. A prominent 
glass firm here has been experimenting 
in glass, hoping to make an imper- 
meable floor by running over it molten 
glass, but thus far have not succeeded. 
These, in small forms, are frequently 
used in bat as the earthen tiles 
are in kitchens, on basement and hall 
floors. Tiles under feet, however, lack 
the homogeneity of cement or of mosaic 
and are more. easily disturbed and af- 
ford lodgment for insects. More com- 
monly they are used for wainscoting 
and as fire facings. The lustrous béauty 
of enamel tiles, their. shining purity, 
their exquisiteness or tint that adapts 
them to any possible scheme of coloring, 
are among the triumphs of modern en- 
terprise. 

Some of the small kitchens tucked 
away in odd corners of fine apartment 
houses are as beautifal as the en- 
chanted caverns in the Blaek Crook. 
The flocrs are laid in mosaic or some 

ies of tesserae, as the architects 
catl such hard floors. The walis are 
carried to the ceiling with white en- 
amel tiles, a frieze perhaps defined by 
a delicate border of pink or blue. The 
sinks are white porcelain lined, the 
fixtures nickel-plated. The commodai- 
ous dressers are shelved with plate 
glass, placed against the white enamel] 
wall, for the modern dresser has. no 
wooden back to harbor insect colonieg. 
Around about, above, below, all 
spotiess and shining. With our knowl- 
edge of the influence of environment, 
imagine the efforts of the presiding 
cock to live up to her surroundings. 
Such a kitchen as this, becoming more 
and more common, can literally be 
cleaned with a hose, 


HARD PLASTER. 


It is interesting to know that hard 
plaster can be carried down where. it 
forms indestructible union with the 
equally hard floor and makes the last 
stand against the indefatigable animal 
world, from rat to microbe, who would 
share the dwelling of man. 

It would also be interesting to the 
mother of boys to see a man with boots 
having a business heel kick a wall of 
apparently glittering white enamel 
without leaving the-faintest impression. 
It is the peculiarity of these plasters 
that they can be treated as wainscot- 
ing or dado with a hard lustrous fin- 
ish and marked off so as to resemble 
tites, having the additional advantage 
that ‘they cannot be dislodged by any 


yielding of cement or widening of a 
crevice. 
Above this wainscoting, the en- 


tire wall can be painted to any tint, or. 
decorated in any manner, and, if need 
be, flushed like a sewer. The interest- 
ing part of all this is while one lives 
in a house that is insect-proof and 
vermin-proof, and can be played on 
like a house afire, there remains all 
the same place and scope for in- 
dividual taste-in warm-hued rugs, in 
wall decorations, in the choice of colors; 
so that, in gaining more, nothing else 
is lost. 
As to questions of comparative -ex- 
pense, architects making estimates on 
such matters every day, say that hard 
plaster walls cost no more than good 
plaster, which alone should be used, of 
the ordinary sort. In the long run, 
even where mosaics and tiles cost a 
trifle more, their greater permanence 
is in the end cheaper. When it is a 
consideration of the family health, of 
labor-saving and of the imperative leis- 
re that the new woman must have for 
er new duties and ‘occupations, the 
value is incalculable.

THE SULTAN S WIVES. 


When the Ruler of Turkey Chooses 
. His New Yearly Wife. 
(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMBS.) 


The Sultan, who has come before the 
publie in such an unenviable marner of 
late, need not be lonely while hiding in 
his palace. 

It is not generally known that this po- 
tentate is obliged to marry many 
women against his will, yet this is true. 
The law of Turkey forces him to take 
a new wife every year. This law is 
about a hundred and seventy years old, 
dating from the time of the Sultan 
Selim, who, wishing to abolish pclyg- 
amy, had but one wife; but the high 
dignitaries of Turkey decided that the 
ancient laws should be maintained. 

On the prophet’s birthday, beginning 
at sunset and lasting till sunrise, a holi- 
day is kept,.on the 18th of Ramazan, a 
national and religious feast, and it is at 
this time the selection cf a maiden 
out’ ‘of the 101 who have entered the 
lists, is made. 

The officials who have the matter in 
charge, rarely allow any of the poorer 
classes to compete, and, accepting 
bribes, presents and promises of diplo- 
matic aid, gather the young girls to- 
gether and give them instructions re- 
garding dress and the etiquette of the 
occasion. The dress consists of a large 
white linen sheet thrown over the 
shoulders in Roman fashion, sandals on 
their feet, hair hanging loosely, and no 
gems or ornaments. 

On the important night the Sultan 
mounts a fine horse, and is accompanied 
by all the palace ministers of state, 
pashas and aides-de-camp in their gala 
uniforms, representing all the States 
over which the Sultan wields his 
sceptre. Military bands make loud and 
wild music, and the hundreds and hun- 
dreds of soldiers which line the streets, 
carry on their bayonets Chinese lan- 
terns to illuminate the procession of 
their ruler. 

At length the Sultan arrives at the 
Suleimanich Mosque, overlooking the 
Golden Horn, and is conducted to the 
holy carpet, or prayér-rug. Here he’ 
stands while a sermon is preached to 
him, and then he goes tothe great 
square.

CLEANING CARPETS. 


A Preparation to Clean Carpets and 
Rugs on the Floor, 
(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

A clean barrel which will hold twelve 
gallons is required. Put into the bar- 
rel three gallons of lukewarm water 
(soft water is best) then add half a 
pint of ammonia. Take an iron kettle 
and put in three pints of water and six 
ounces of soap bark, which you will 
find at a druggists; boil twenty min- 
utes, then strain into the barrel. Shave 
very thin five bars of good soap, and 
put in a boiler with one gallon of water 
and boil until soap is all dissolved, then 
add one pound of pulverized borax and 
boil ten minutes, stirring all the time 
then pour it into the boiler, and add 
eighteen gallons of soft water, stir 
well and let it stand until cool and it 
is then ready for use. Brussels. carpets 
can be cleaned nicely with this soap, 
also ingrain carpets which are soiled, 
if they have no dust under them, Take 
two pails of water; with a brush put on 
a little of this soap, and scrub with 
warm water, one breadth, not over 
one yard in length at one time, then 
with another brush and clean water, 
scrub it over to rinse it, then proceed 
with the rest until you have cleaned 
the whole. It should be done on a 
sunny day, unless you have heat in the 
roo 


An excellent scheme for cleaning in- 
grain carpets and art squares, is to 
shake the carpets free from.-dust, then 
spread them on the bare floor, make a 
good suds with this soap, and with a 
stiff brush, scrub the carpet, one 
breadth at a time, after you. have 
cleaned a place, have a pail of clean 
water and scrub it well to get the suds 
out. This takes out grease and dirt. 
It is equally good for cleaning child- 
ren’s and men’s clothing. Lay the gar- 
ment on a clean board and scrub with 
a small brush, which you can purchase 
for a dime, then rinse.

Spiders, Snails and Insects. 
(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
-If you were wandering by the sea- 
shore.and picked, up 4. starfish you 
would have ‘some difficulty in finding 
its eyes. Infact, it is impossible to de- 
tect any optic organ at.all approaching 
the human eye, either in structure or 
powers. Yet the starfish has eyes of a 
kind. They are called eye-spots and 
occupy the ends of the arms. There is 
little mechanism about them. Each cne 
is merely a cell in which coloring mat- 
ter is deposited, and with which nerve 
fibers are connected, and yet it is the 
apparatus with which the starfish tclls 
light from darkness. 
Earthworms living mainly wnder- 
ground have no organs which can be 
ealled eyes, but worms called Turbella- 
ria, inhabiting fresh and salt water, 
ee several hundred, so arranged 
that the animal can see in every direc- 
tion. A red-blooded worm resembling 
a centipede in appearance is culled 
Polyopthalmus, because of its rema*ka- 
ble endowment of eyes, having iwo of 
the primitive organs spoken of above 
on every segment of its body. It re- 
quires a considerable amount of imagi- 
nation to conceive the clearness of 
brain power, even when distributed into 


“many centers, which can take in’ im- 


pressions from so many sources, when 
we remember how easily we ourselves 
are confused with messages conveyed 
through our own two optic organs. 

Some ‘of the snail family carry their 
eyes on stalks which can be turned 
around in direction, while vthers 
have them at the base of their tentacles. 
Those having the good fortune to see a 
cuttle-fish peeping from*a@ cavity in 
some rock pool must have been startled 
by the large uncanny pair of eyes. 
Right useful organs they are, very keen 
of vision, and, strange tO say, not Very 
dissimilar to ours in construction. 

The crabs and lobsters possess a won- 
derful type of eye known as compotnd- 
eyes, that is, eyes composed of seve 
facets, and they are mounted on stalks 
so that the creatures can look in any 
direction. “Seeing round a corner,” 
is not so wien Deno. them as it is 
with the human es. A relative of 
the crabs and lobsters when living in 
shallow water has eyes like theirs—on 
stalks. When taken from depths of 
from 110 to 370 fathoms the eyes have 
disappeared and the stalks are replacea 
by a knob. Darwin said of this: “‘The 
stand for the telescope is there, though 
the telescope with its glasses has been 
lost.” When the crustacean is taken 
from greater depths, it is found that 
the knob has become a pointed beak 
which is probably used as an organ of 
touch, | 

Spiders have from one to twelve sim- 
ple eyes which are arranged in sroups 
varying with the orders, but they do 
not appear to be very quick of vision, 
although they are very sensitive of 
touch. They can feel the slightest 
tremor of the web, but if the prey is 


lifted ever so little from the fibers, they 


appear to be confused. Apparently they 
cannot see it. 

The compound eyes of dnsects are 
familiar to most people, and are per- 
haps best illustrated by the large and 
often beautiful colored organs of the 
dragon fly. It is difficult to imagine. 
what sort of impressions such eyes can 
give. They consist of a multitude of 
separate organs bound together in one 
bundle, each being furnished with a 
separate lens, and the lines of union 
of these lenses form the ‘boundaries of 
facets. 

Fishes have eyes, fashioned on the 
model of ours, but fitted for the ele- 
ment in which they live by having flat- 
tened corneas and being destitute of 
eyelids. In one species called Anableps, 
which sWims with ,its head half in and 
half out of the water, the cornea is 
divided into two halves by a horizontal 
membrane, as also is the pupil. 

Frogs and newts which are am phibi- 
ous would find’ the flattened eye of 
fishes suitable for. the water, but not 
for the land. They are provided with 
a muscle by which the eyeball can be 
drawn into the eye cavit} when they 
enter the water, but while on land the 
projecting eye is very noticeable. Rep- 
tiles ‘have no eyelids, but the eyes are 
protected by a skin which is continuous

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ANIMAL PILGRIMS. 


TRAVELS OF THE PAINTED LADIES 
. | UP AND DOWN THE LAND. 


Batterflies, Locusts, Ants, Lemmings 
and Army Worms that Move by 
the Millions, in Clouds and Col- 
umns, Covering and Devastating 

the Country as They Go. ; 


(CONTRIBUTED, TO THE TIMES.) 

The dwellers in the Gan Gabriel Val- 
ley, Cal., witnessed not long ago a vast 
procession of yellow. butterfiles that 
came from no one knew where and were 
moving in.a northwesterly direction 
parallel with the Sierra Madre range. 
By counting the insects that fluttered 
by a certain window within five min- 
utes, and- learning later that they ex- 
tended from one hundred miles to the 
south, some idea of the magnitude of 
the procession could be imagined. 

Where these golden-lined butterfiles 
came from and where they were going 
could not be determined, but impelled 
by some strong instinct they were mov- 
ing on like the. human pilgrims in the 
Orient, who journey to Mecca or the 
Sacred River. The direction of the but- 
terfly pilgrimage was always the same, 
and followed the wall of forming 
the Sierra Madre Mountains, and a re- 
markable feature was that they were 
never seen flying in a reverse direction. 
CLOUDS OF PAINTED LADIES. . 


Butterflies called painted ladies often |’ 


meet in great columns. Those seen in 
one of the canyons of Switzerland sume 
years ago, nearly filled the great gorge 
with the esplendidly-colored creatures. 
In South America columns of yellow 
butterflies have been seen crossing the 
rivers in enormous troops, occupying 
many hours in the passage, so that their 
numbers-were beyond human compre- 
hension. At-night they alight and 
cover the trees, and a photograph has 
been taken by an elctric light in Europe 
of a branch so completely covered with 
sleeping and resting butterflies that the 
leaves and twigs could not be seen... 

A naturalist ‘sailing off the South 
American coast near the river Piata, 
found the air so filled with butterflies 
one day that the sailors said «hat it 
was snowing butterfiles, arid as far as 
the men could see from the yards the 
sky was filled with the beautiful flying 
creatures. ‘ 

Sir. Robert Schomburgh, an enthusi- 
astic naturalist, on a trip up the Sess- 
quibo a, encountered a pilgrimage 
of yello butterflies whose numbers 
were so great that they obscured the 
sunlight.and covered the trees and 
leaves a yellow hue. Sir Robert jour- 
neyed up the river for over mine miles 
beneath this “ving canopy. 

SWARMS OF LOCUSTS. 

ln Russia: some years ago the bands 
of traveling locusts threatened the en- 
tire country near the Black Sea with 
famine. 

Attempts were made to drive the in- 
sects away or divert them from their 
path, without success. They settle) 
upon villages, and despite fires and at- 
tacks from the inhabitants, destroyed 
the crop and everything green. Finally 
the destruction became so menacing 
that the Emperor was appealed to, and, 
as 3 result, an army of forty thousand 
trained soldiers were ordered into the 
region, armed not with guns. but with 
rhovels and various agricultural imple- 
plements with which to: de 


stroy the 
winged pilgrims. The sight which met 


this army was app ling. The ground 
in some. places was covered two or three 
feet deep by locusts, and horses could 
hardly haul the heavy wagons through 
them. The men advanced on the horde 
in solid phalanx, and beat them down 
with their spades, buried and burned 
them, aided by the villagers. 
“MARCHING WORMS. 

The American army worm is in its 
movements a pilgrim to be dreaded. 
few years ago they suddenly appeared 
a'New Engiand town. The day 
previous not one could be seen. They 
came from the west, moving on in a 
solid mass, eating almost. everything 
in their path. Ditches were dug to 
stop them, but I saw them pouring over 
into them like a slow, sluggish current, 
filling them up and passing on. At the 
end of two days they had entirely dis- 
appeared. |

Well-worn Trails. — 


Lyi within the fog belt on the west 
side of. the Coast Range, never farther 
than twenty miles from the coast, the 
gigantic redwoods breast the ¢ 
the Pacific as though in derision ot 
their even more gigantic brethren, the 
Sequoia gigantea, who choose the warm 
breezes and genial sunshine.of the 
weatern Sierra foothills in the interior. 
Three hundred feet in height and eight 
to seventeen feet in diameter, they pre- 
sent an imposing mark, not only 
for the tourist, but for e. lumber- 
man. Like the grizzly, the buffalo, and 
the North American Indtan, the “big 
trees” are rapidly and surely dying out 
before the mareh of civilization, and 
it will not be many years before such 
a@ grove as the one at Guerneyville will 
be all that is left to show the world 
of what the soil of California is cap- 
able. Today the bulk of the remaining 
redwood forests is in two counties, 
Mendocino and Humboldt, where the 
annual rainfall is in keeping with the 
sizes of the trees—between four and five 
feet. Since 1856 the commercial value 
of these trees has been steadily grow- 
ing, and in spite of the protests of the 
lovers of nature the demand has been 
met with a ready supply. A wood that 
will not rot, is hard to burn, easy to 
work up, of a rich mahogany color, 
and not difficult to procure, holds out 
too many inviting inducements to ex~ 
pect any mercy from the human race. 
Redwoods have been found prostrate 
in perfectly good condition for lumber 
ovér and around which another red- 
wood had grown that is between five 
and six hundred years old. In clearing 
the ground after the lumber has been 
taken off, the roots have to be cut and 
dug out, for they will not burn on ac- 
count of the water they absorb. Fires, 
which are almost an annual oecurrence 
in the spruce and pine forests, stop on 
the borders of the redwood groves. The 
absorbent nature of the lumber and 
the absence of resin and pitch make it 
of the highest value in building in case 
of fire. A redwood fire will die out in 
a gale of wind. Added to these virtues 
are the facts that it will net ver. is 
Impervious to the effects o resh 
water, and sustains a high polish. It 
is little wonder then that only State 
laws or personal philanthropy can pre- 
serve these giants from total extinc- 
tion.—(Rounsevelle Wildwan in No- 
vember Overland.

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NEW YORK, Nov. 2, 1895.—Peat in- 
dustries are still in their infancy, but, 
from an account of the wide utility of 
the substance in Europe, its applica- 
tion would seem to be practically end- 
less. It makes a fuel as black and as 
heavy as coal, and it furnishes a snowy 
paper of superior texture and tough- 
ness; it forms a perfect litter for the 
stable, and supplies a fabric which 
may be worn by a duchess. America 
possesses inexhaustible wealth in peat, 
as yet practically unknown, but cer- 
tain to some day open up an extensive 
field for the employment of capital and 
labor. A list of uses that have latterly 
been found for peat may prove profita- 
ble reading for owners of peat deposits 
in this country. It is utilized: (1) as 
moss litter for stables, cow sheds, fowl 
houses, etc., and subsequently as ma- 
nure; (2) as powder for disinfecting pur- 
poses for use in connection with sew- 
age removal, and then as manure; also, 
for packing perishable objects and for 
various industrial uses; (3) for various 
compressed articles, such as noncon- 
ducting bricks and slabs for lining ice 
boxes, cold-storage rooms, refrigerator 
cars, etc., and covering boilers and 
steam pipes, and miscellaneous articles 
of great variety, such as embossed pan- 
els and ornanhfents iff imitation of eb- 
ony, axle boxes, insulators, machinery 
bearings, gunstocks, pistol butts, ink- 
stands, table and piano legs, and nu- 
merous other articles; (4) as wool, pro- 
duced by a patented process from the 
fibers found in the peat. This is used 
for the production of a variety of hy- 
gienic materials, among them surgical 
and veterinary dressing, hygienic flan- 
nel and dress goods, rugs, blankets, and 
‘a number of minor articles. The fiber 
is also used in the manufacture of pa-" 
per. When the fiber is extracted the 
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cated to the pen, which leaves irregular 
marks on the paper. The board on 
which the tube rests is regulated by 
means of wedges adjusted by a screw. 
When raised, it almost reaches the 
notes of the piano, and the appliance is 
then ready for the work of registration. 
When no miisic is being played, the re- 
cording tape shows simply a straight 
line. The instrument is extremely sen- 
sitive, and the peaks seen on the re- 
cording tape vary in height according 
to the degree of force with which a 
note is struck. In the case of an even 
shake, the peaks show like a long- 
drawn-out range of miniature moun- 
tains, of uniform height and shape; a 
characterless, lop-sided shake, on the 
contrary, is shown on the paper as a 
series of weak, irregular and jumbled 
markings. This instrument is likely to 
be of great service as an educational 
agent. Even artists of high attainments 
can derive much benefit from it, since 
the performance of a pianoforte classic 
by a great artist can be graphically im- 
pressed on the recording roll, and can 
be afterward followed and studied from. 
beginning to end. This may prove to 
be almost as valuable as a method of 
musical tuition a#the phonograph is 
found to be in the teaching of language 
accent and enunciation. ¢ 

TO BANISH THE HORRORS OF 
THE STOKEHOLE. A merciful and ap- 
parently practical method has been pro- 
posed for reducing the sufferings of the 
stokermen in seagoing ships. The ter- 
rors of the high temperature of the 
stokehole are conveyed to the imagina- 
tion in the occasional attempts of fire- 
men on the liners to throw themselves 
overboard. It is said that in the Yalu 
fight, firemen were permanently blinded 
by the frightful temperature to which 
some of the firerooms rose. It is pro- 
posed, as a remedy for this blot on civ- 
ilized marine practice, to make the 
body its own refrigerator by directing 
a stream of warm, dry air upon it, 
while the men drink freely, preferably 
of cool barley water. The body should 
be as nearly nude as the radiation from 
the furnace will permit. The theory 
is that as the true object is to cool the 
man’s skin and net his lungs, and that 
for the former purpose the introduceion 
of cold air is not only useless, but detri- 
mental. On the other hand, if air 
warmed in a close conduit, where it re- 
ceives no moisture, is thrown upon the 
men, and they drink copiously, the dry 
hot air will give them more comfort 
than cold moist air. The present ob- 
jection to the plan is that the number 
of pipes required in the fireroom wouid 
trench unduly on the limited space 
available, and at the same time the 
men in the bunkers would be unpro- 
vided for. It is, however, suggested 
that warmed air could be turned on by 
means of a pipe containing an electric 
fan. Electric refrigeration and heat- 
ing have been brought to such perfec- 
tion that some such device would un- 
questionably be forthcoming if the de- 
mand for it were made. 

DESTROYING MICROBES. M. Pic- 
tet has for a long time been busy- 
ing himself with the study of mi- 
crobe extirpation. Jt is not hard to de- 
stroy microbic life, but the difficulty is 
often in doing so without harming hu- 
man beings. M. Pictet treated the cul- 
ture of the typhoid and cholera bacilli 
to a dose of sulphuric acid, but many 
of them were apparently little the 
worse for the harsh ordeal. He has 
now discovered that an addition of car- 
bonic acid to sulphurous acid: is too 


moss litter is not only improved as a 
litter, but gains in value for subsequent 
use as manure; and in addition a ma- 
terial is saved which becomes of great 
value when worked up by patented 
processes into the articles mentioned. 
The fiber can be bleached to sndwy 
whiteness, and will dye any color, One 
of the great advantages of cloth made 
from peat fiber is that it is entirely 
antiseptic, and possesses properties 
which render it inimical to parasitical 
organisms. In appearance, the finer 
makes are quite equal to the best 
tweeds, and closely resemble camel’s- 
hair cloth. It is noted that. the peat 
from different moors is bj 
equally fit to make a good litter. The 
moss peat found in the northwest of 
Germany is far superior to that found 
in many other districts, not only in 
power of absorbing moisture, but also 
id power of absorbing and retaining 
ammonia. The absorbing power of 
moss peat is said to be three times that 
of straw, and consequently it affordsa 
drier bed. In France, usage proves 
that only about half as much moss lit- 
ter is required as straw, and, further, 
that the price is about half that of 
straw. The omnibus companies in 
Paris find that moss litter costs 4 cents 
per horse, per day, as against 8 cents 
for straw. A matter of immense im- 
portance to agriculturists is that not 
only does the peat litter retain the 
liquid afiimal excreta, but, owing to its 
peculiar power of fixing ammonia and 
other gases, it prevents the escape into 
the air of these volatile and valuable 
constituents. The magnitude of sucha 
saving is shown by Grandeau, an em- 
inent French agricultural chemist, 
who estimates the annual loss to agri- 
culture in France through the careless- 
ness of farmers in allowing the liquid 
manure to flow away from the manure 
heap and evaporate, to amount to over 


SHOWING THE PIANO TOUCH ON 
PAPER. Evenness of touch is the elu- 
sive quality that a piano student thinks 
himself fortunate if he can attain in a 
dozen years of laborious practice. Cne 
of the reasons for the tediousness of 
progress in touch study is the difficulty 


of telling. by mere sound .whether the 
notes are pressed with absolute equal- 
ity of force. A device that can be relied 
upon to give a graphic representation 
of the tension . and. pressure of the 
fingers in such a form that a student 
can actually see:what he is doing, and 
correct his own errors, may be the 
means of saving years of hard work to 
piano players. Such an apparatus has 


been constructed in‘France. It is quite 
simple in construction, and consists 
chiefly of a rubber tube, placed under 
‘the keyboard, united at its extremities 
by. a registering drum, also of rubber. 
When the notes of the piano are played, 
the pressure on the tube causes a wave 
of air to be sent through it into the 
drum, to which is attached a pen that 
records its movement on a moving roll 
of paper. The wave makes the drum 


vibrate, and the motion is communi- 
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much for the little atoms, which die 
the instant they are touched by it. 
The mixture of carbonic acid and sul- 
phurous acid, in the proportion of four 
of the former to six of the latter, com- 
bines chemically and forms a gas 
called by D’Arsenval “Pictet’s gas.” 
It possesses marked antiseptic proper- 
ties, with extraordinary powers of dif- 
fusion.. He placed some cultures of ty- 
phoid and cholera on rags between the 
leaves of a book, which he enveloped in 
a cloth and exposed to the bal 
fluence of Pictet’s gas. To his enthu- 
silastic delight, he found that within an 
hour the germs were entirely destroyed. 
NEW NUT- LOCKING METHOD. 
A very ingenious method of locking 
nuts hais come into practice in England. 
It consists esentially of a double 
washer. There is first a stout washer 
of the usual thickness which fits down 
on the nut seat, and is provided with a 
couple of protrusions on its lower sur- 
face, intended to fit into corresponding 
micks on the seat. This washer, there- 
fore, cannot turn around once the nut is 
screwed home. The nut itself is pre- 
vented from turning by a_ second 
washer of thin metal abové the first, 
attached to it at the center, but free at 
the edges. When the nut is screwed 
down, the edge of this thin washer is 
turned up against one of the faces of 
the nut, and thus prevents its. un- 
screwing. The nut can be taken off at 


edge of the top washer. 

DANGER OF COCUSWOOD. A 
scientific journal warns flute - play- 
ers that, before buying an instrument, 
they should be perfectly sure that, if it 
is made of cocuswood, the mouthpiece 
is shod with silver. »A well-known flute 
amateur in Massachusetts has just 
been seriously poisoned from playing 
on a cocuswood flute. This wood has 
for Many. years been emp for the 


liant and powerful téne, and, as the 
wood is mollified by age and use, its 
tone becomes more mellow and flexible. 
It is an extremely hard and resinous 
wood, and, being on that account pe- 
culiarly non-absorbent, it retains its 
form under the influence of heat and 
moisture better than any other wood. 


England and America goes to prove that 
cocuswood, and no other substance, is 
found by certain susceptible flutists to 
be capable of producing serious irrita- 
tion of the lip, necessitating the use of 
a crescent-shaped silver or gold lip- 
plate, shellacked into the mouth-hole 
or embouchure. A Boston flutist was 
poisoned by a cocuswood flute, and suf- 
fered more or less tnconvenience in 
consequence for three years. He had 
to fall back on the silver plate. Last 
Was another case of the

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ESTHER PAK. 
The First Korean Woman Who Has 
Ever Visited America as a Student. . 
(CONTRIBUTED. TO THE TIMES.) 


The only ‘mode of traveling for wo- 
men in'Korea is by chairs, and there- 
fore they seldom go. very far from 
home, No unmarried woman. is allowed 
td go -traveliig or show herself in pub- 
lic alone, + 

It was this reason that induced Kim, 
a young Korean woman, who had since 
her childhood been educated by Meth- 
odist missionaries, to marry in order 
that she might be allowed to. go out 
among the heathens of her own country 
and preach the gospel. The marriage 
turned out a happy one, and the young 
couple have had no trouble, although 
they never saw each other until the 
wedding day, and Esther, which is her 
Christian name, was enabled to do good 
among her people as an interpreter and 
teacher. 

It was her good fortune when only 
15 years old to be employed as inter- 
preter of Dr. Rosette Sherwood Hall, a 
medical 
interest in the bright young woman, 
and instructed her in the use of medi- 
cine, employing her as a nurse in u 
Korean missionary hospital in Seoul. 

Esther Pak, such is her married 
name, wishing to follow the medical 
profession, was the first Korean woman 
who resolved to comé to America. After 
due permission from the Korean gov- 
ernment had been obtained, Esther Pak 
and her husband came to this country 
in company with Dr. Hall, who still 
eng up her interest in her young pro- 
ege. 

Mrs. Pak, who is a fair representa- 
tive of the Mongolian type in appear- 
ance, has often been annoyed in trav- 
eling in America by people who believe 
her to be a Chinese woman, telegrams 
having been sent as to her identity, and 
only Dr. Hall's’. kind protection has 
saved her from unnecessary detention 
and trouble. 

It is Mrs. Pak’s intention to enter a 
medical college next year, for which 
she is now preparing herself. She 
speaks English fluently, with a very 
slight accent. She has a perfect phy- 
sique, and shows that nature has de- 
signed her for the medical profession 
by her sympathetic kindness and tend- 
erness toward the sick. Although yet 
only 19 years of age, she has had op- 
portunity to learn from experience 
what takes years to study from books. 

The four years at college seem to her 
a long time to look forward to. Al- 
though she has her husband here, Mrs. 
Pak longs to go back to her beautiful 
country, and work there—another Pun- 
dita Ramabai—for the good of her own 
sex, to deliver them from the bondage 
of ignorance and superstition. 

When only 15 years of age, Esther 
was once left in charge of the hospital 
in Korea during the temporary absence 
of the physician, when a woman came, 
asking relief for a severe toothache. 
Esther showed her the forceps and 
asked the woman if she would let her 
take out the aching tooth. 

The woman gave her consent and 
Esther applied the instrument. She 
pulled once, no—the obstinate tooth 
would not yield—another wrench, and 
out came a molar with three big roots. 
Since then she has extracted at least 
fifty teeth. 

What American girl would have had 
such pluck? 

Mrs. Pak, in coming to a Christian 
country, expected to find all men and 
women excellent, but she said: “I soon 
found out quite differently.” 

This energetic young woman, with 
her deep conviction of a calling, her 
quiet observation and her winning 
ways, has already won many friends in 
this country, who are ready to assist 
her'in her good work, and eficourage 
her as she deserves.
